taile of Lepanto, and now in my latter, the battaile of Peſ- 
cherias,and no doubt in bath places falſelie. For it was not 
fought in the gulfe of Lepanto, but in another gulfe neere 
therevnto, which you ſhall finde perticularlic deſcribed in 
this booke,but not named neither by mine author, nor by 
anie Geographer that I can light on: and therefore for 
lacke of a true name, I call it the battaile of Peſcherias , of 
the forelong that adioyneth to the gulfe, and where the two 
Nauies firſt deſcried each other, beeing then too necre to 
tetire, without apparant perill, if either of them had had that 
cowaidlie minde and intention. | 
Moreouer,in the deſcription of xuerie battaile, I haue, as 
alſo in the firſt part, followed alwayes ſome one certaine au- 
thor, whome I thought had beſt of all other done it, with- 
out enterlacing or adding of anie contradictions or ſcholies 
out of other writers, vnleſſe it be in the Portugall battailes : 
where to take awaie all coulour of quarrell from the capti- 
ous, I haue adioyned notes out of the booke, intituled: The 
Explanation of the true and lawfull right of Anthonie king 
of Portugall, becauſe the common opinion is, that it was not 
ubliſhed without the kings priuitie: and therefore I would 
[ane made that booke my ſole author in the enarration of 
thoſe battailes, if it had perticalarke at large deſcribed them, 


as it doth but ſummarilie touch them. But the reaſon why 


I did not the like in the reſt is: firſt, becauſe I would anoide 
contuſion (for hardlieſhall you finde two authors that doe a+ 
grec in the deſcription of one battaile, )and ſecondarilie and 
principallie, becauſe I would not be reputed the author of a- 
nie thing ſet down in this hoolce, but onelie the bare tranſla- 


tor & reporter of it in Engliſh:leauing the credite of all per- 


ticulars in theſe books vnto their authors, whoſe names I haue 
prefixed in the front of euerie battaile, as alſo I haue done

Likewale alſo many of the Catho⸗ 
likes did iudge that their Chieftatnes did manifeſtlie amiſſe 
in this, that they did pꝛepare themlelues to giue baffaile 
directlie in a place where the Campaine of Beauſe did end, 
ctoniidering that al their foꝛce was in their fotmen, and the 
Puntes in his hoꝛſemen: wherevnto adde the great mul⸗ 
titude of wagons that the Reiſters carrie with them eit 
being a thing ol certaintie, that if they had let the Pzince 
paſſe to the boꝛaugh ot Trion, as he pꝛetended, he ſhuld haue 
had ſuch deepe and hollow Waies, both on this ſide, and be⸗ 
vond, and in paſſing further ſhould haue found the Countrie 
ſo full of trees that the Catholikes might with the third part 
onelie of their fotmen haue deleated the Pꝛinte, and talen

The P:ince(hauing in that, better iudgement than the 
Admiralharmed himſelfe two houres befoze daie,+ ſigned

_ &6:whence he hopedgreat.ſucco2s mold come, berauſe the 
auantgard which was to tome fro Neron ſeemed to be low, 
(wherof b pꝛince complained ** many gentlemen

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Ine after another fo2 to haſten them, but fo; all that euer he 
could do, it was farre fo2th dates befoze that they came. So 
then at length his armie marched, but after the accuſtomed 
manner, without aduertiſing the companies perticularly,to 
pꝛepare themſelues fo the battaile, either by ſolempne fpee- 
ches, oꝛ pertitular, oz by ante other aduertiſements, than a 
few wo2des, ſhoꝛt, but verie couragious; and with a god 
grace: inſomuch that many Gentlemen found themſelues 
diſarmed when they ſhould go to the charge, 1 fought with⸗ 
out either harneſſe on their backe, oz helmet on their head, 
ol this armie parted into two bodies or men of armes, the 
vantgard lead by the Admiral had about 305. French hoꝛſe, 
foure Coꝛnets ot Reiſters, ſixe Enſignes of Almaines, and 
twelue of French men: the battaile , whereof the Pzince 

had the conduct, contained 450. lances Frenchmen,ſire Coꝛ⸗ 
nets of Reiſters, ſtre Enſianes of Almaines, and twelue of 
Fieachmen, beſides ſire coznets of Argoulets, which might 
ſerue fo2 light hoꝛſe, vnder the conduct ol La Curec,but they 
had not marched aboue a leage and a halfe, when the vant⸗ 
courers aduertiled the Admirall that they had diſcouered on 
this ſide the water a great troupe of hoꝛſe: whome he ha⸗ 
uing co:mnanded them to aſlaile at a ſig nall giuen as they 
did) with aſſurance that himſelfe would follow them at the 
belcs, ſodainlie the battaile which the Conffable lead ap⸗ 
peared at the ſide of a village. The which being repozted to 
the Admirall, and afterward ta the P2ince, they cauſed all 
their hoꝛſemen to ſet their launces vp2ight, ranging their 
battailes within a gad Culuerine ſhot of them. Afterward 
ſeeing that their enuntes came not fozth, they two went fur⸗ 
ther with only Dandtlut( who had a third daie Ague, x was 
mounted on an hacknep, x apparelled foꝛ all harneſſe with 
a farred robe) vntill they came to a place, from whence they 
might eaſilie iudge who had the aduauntage ok the place, 
whereby they were perl waded that it was not foz them fo 
aſſaile the enimie whereas he was, that is to wit, at the 
head of a village betwerne Nogent and Lormay, tewardes 
the which place the Counttie leemed to be plaine, but it was 
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it fo inderde, but they niuſt neos go vp an hill and done 

againe: inſommich that the Pzince to paſſe ouer his men, 
and to augide the furie of their artilerie, wher with all they 
were well furniſhed, was fozced to haſten his people to 
march ſo falf that he put them out of bzeath , but becauſe 
they marched llowlie, they abid at the leaſt thꝛe voles of 
their peeces, which might make a great checke and affright 
the armie,in the which not all men had their eares accuſto- 
med to the ſound of ſuch flutes. Furthermoze,the armie Ca - 
tholike did coner ſo great a compaſſe of ground, that if they 
encountered in that place, one part of them might compaſſe 
in, and charge the P2ince in the ſide,and ſo by that meanes 
be being incloled, ſhould be at the mercie of his enimies. 
Theſe things being conſidꝛed, and pꝛeſuppoſing alſo that the 
Catholikes were not verie ſharplie ſet to fight, a reſolution 
was takt to go direalp foꝛ to lodge at I rion, following þ ins 
tention Þ they had when they departed frö Ormoy, x thether 
were the Marshals of the lodgings ſent. The better to re⸗ 
pꝛeſent vnto you one of the moſt renowmed battailes that 
euer was fought in this Realme, J will firſt figure out vn⸗ 
to vou the ſeate and qualitie of the place, which afterward 
was embꝛued W the blond of ſo many gallant men, Afters 
ward J will ſet as it were befoze pour eies, the eſtate and 
diſpoſition wherein theſe two armies maintained them⸗ 
ſelues befdꝛe, during, and after the conflict , Which being 
done, pc& may eaſilie iudge, to whom the aduantage of one 


fo notable occurance ought to be giuen, vpon the end of the 


league and leuell champains of Beauſe, Nogent le Roy deth 
pꝛeſent it ſcife to Normandie, pꝛetie nere to Dreux, alittle 
fowne at the fte of an hill ( wherevpon wands a Caſtle of 
fufficent ſtrength within the towne, by the ſide whereof 
paſſeth the riuer a Countrie fertile ⁊ well peopled,betwan 
the which two Countries that are ſeparated by the courſe 
of {ure (the which comming out of Beaute foz to water 
Chartres, doth trauerte No mandie enen to Pont de [-arche, 
r below the lame doth læſe it lelfe in the Seine, the nurſe of 
Paris) is a cougrt gf.certatne woes, and a number of uttie 
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not finde any poſſibilitie to encounter them , but with his 
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Townelhippes, of whome the Catholickes had alwaies fo 


that daye , kept the aduantages, as they'that-ſeing them⸗ 
felues ſtronger in fotemen, and weaker in hoꝛſemen then 
the Pꝛince, would not hazard ought, but where the place 
did fanour fotemen ; foz lacke of whome the Pzince was 
conſtrained to take a contrarie conſe , The which was the 
cauſe that at his parting from Lormoy ne&re Nogent;he had 


purpoſed to take Dreux; moꝛe fog to foꝛce the Catholickes 


fo an open and generall fight, then foz the impoztaunce of 
the place: where Sourdeual commanded, with an hundzeth 
light hozſe,and fiue Enſignes of kotemen . But the Cheifs 
taines Catholickes followed him, (coafting alwates) with⸗ 
in fiue 02 fire leagues, but holding their waye thoꝛough 
countries ſo ſtrong and ſuch couerts, that the ꝛinte tould 


diladuantage . And in the ende the Catholickes ſceing oc⸗ 
taſions and meanes to pꝛeuaile in that countrie, by reaſon 


ok the great number of their fotenren,reſolued foz to fight: 


and therefo2e the, xix.dape, did ſet foꝛ ward to get befo2e the 
Pꝛoteſtants, and if they could get to Dreux befoze the 
Pꝛince, there fo offer him battaile at the head of the towne 
vpon an high perte of ground, lodging in the village two 
great Bataillons of ,fotemen,which garded ritti, Canons, 


placed and pꝛeſt to plaꝝ befoze them, and a little befoze on 


the ſide a number ol Enfans perdus, whome they had choſen 
out of all the Regiments. The two flankes of theſe Batail⸗ 


lons were two great troupes of hoꝛſemen, fo2 mutuall ins 


terſuccour of the ftemen and hozſemen, as was belt foz 
their behofe - Moꝛeouer, they had cholen a place ſo fauou⸗ 
rable,that the Confederates could not charge neither thone 
no2 the other, but by one way of a xiiui.oꝛ xv. hundꝛeth pas 


tes, the which alſo the Yerquebuzes Catholicke, did no leſſe 


ſcoure, then dyd their Artillerie. Alſo a little below, they 
had a (mall vn walled towne foꝛ to gard their baggage, z the 


Riucr of Eure nere to their back. But being reſolute,+ hot 
to fight, they aduantced i mſelues larther, foꝛ to get betwen 
two Tullages, by a wods ſive, with ſar greater aduantage

of all god people. | 
Wut nobb he had cauſed the Artilerie to plaie vppon the 
fo2molt of the Pꝛoteſtants, who were there withall ſo gals 
led and afrighted, that manp going out of the rankes, made 
them belceue that their Generall refuſed the battaile foz to 
gaine ſtill greund: which cauſcd them to begin to make to⸗ 
wards the troupes of the Pꝛinte, who ſhewed vnto them 
his fide with a dilmarch, and an araie and appearaunce ſo 
p20nde, that the armie hewed how great Captaincs dyͤd 
een i „The ere ien armie was cempalled of wry 
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ced ſtill with their hozſemen , becauſe they were weaker 
than the Pꝛintes hoꝛſes, as their fotmen were ffronger by 
a treble . The Catholike armie ſeemed fo bee dimded into 
partes, rather in the reſpect ol the Chieftaines that gonerned 
it, than foz ante difference of troupes(as the ancient faſhion 
was to dimde an armie into an auantgard, a battaile and a 
rereward) fo2 the Catholikes repꝛeſented the fozme'of an 
hedge,the which being bias, high, low, ſlraight, and croked, 
atccoꝛding to the nature of the places where they ſtod, made 
the confederates to ſœ moze 02 leſſe the bands Catholpke, 
accozding as the nature of the paſſage did permit, wherein 
the th:& chieke Captaines ſet med to bee well accomoded 
and placed, either to recetue , 02 to giue the charge in this 
battaile . Jf vou will call the troupes lead by the Parſhall 
of Saint Andre, the auantgard, it was compoſed of nine⸗ 
teene companies of men of armes Frenchmen, thirteene en⸗ 


fignes of Spaniards, ſo many of French, and eleauen of Al 


manes, with foure peeces of Artilleric, all placed on the lekt 
of the Conſtable, who beeing chieke ok the armie, lead the 
battaile , which was ne&rer the enimie than all the reſt of 
the troapes „and it conſiſted of xvii. Eſtanders of men of 
armes,th:c& of hozſemen,rrii. enſignes of Duilles, and xvii. 
of Frenchmen and Bꝛitons, with eight perces of Artillerie. 
The Duke of Guiſe lead the rere ward fo2 to helpe the oe - 
currents which might be pꝛeſented, but had but a few men: 
they almoſt all ſtanding on the right ſide ofthe Conſtable, 
who ſtode fozmoſt of them all, and euerie one of the thꝛer 
Chieftaines hauing befoze them their Enfans Perdus on fot. 
to begin the game. The ſumme of their arniie amounted fo 
19000,fatemen;and 20 od. hoꝛſemen, and the Pꝛince was 
about 4000, hozſemen, all apparelled in white Caſaques, 
the which the Pꝛince had cauſed them to weare foz a marke 
of the purenelle of their conſcience in the delligne by them 
made fo2' to maintaine the honour of God, and the pub⸗ 
like, with 60 50,faotemen diulded into two pattillons of 
—__ — 1 
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Then the armie Catholike marching in this oꝛder a⸗ 
gainſt the Pꝛinces, that ſhewed them his ſide , ariued be⸗ 
twene two villages L Eſpine, and Blainuille, diſtant alun⸗ 
der moo. pate. The which ſpace not being capable to com⸗ 
pꝛehend the armie Catholike in length, it happened that 
the battel Catholike was farre beyond the auantgard Pꝛö⸗ 
teſtant, ſo that it ſtode much behinde it. Wherefoze the 
Pꝛince imagining that they marched directlie to him foz 

to fight. hee without farther leaſure to make publtke pꝛap⸗ 

ers to God foꝛ the victozte,as the Pariſtans did (that made 

the ſhzine of Saint Geneuiefue fo come downe , foz to 

[+ emploie her as an infercefſereſſe to God fo2 their behofe) 
made his froupes fourne head with as much ſpade as 
1 her could: but as a whole armie is not eaſilie remoued, ſo 
ſpectally by Chieftaines, that haue alwapes made moze of 
the eſtate of actions of the bodie, than of the ſpirit,and wit, 
pꝛiſing higher a furious valliance , than an ozder and as 
- raie milifarie,(whereby the troupes accuſtomed to tourne, 
and change in all ſoztes,and in a moment, doe carrie awaie 
moe victozies without great loſſe, than all thoſe hardie 
and outragious feeies , the which cannot bꝛing but a miſcs 
rie irreparable)the diſo2der ſhewed it ſelfe to bee ſuch, that 
the Admirall and the auantgard found themſelues ouer⸗ 
right againſt the Conſtable, and the Battaile: and the 
Pzince and his battaile that was oppoſed and ſet agaynſt 
the auantgard ok the Catholikes, was ſo farre behinde it, 
as wee lapde, that the P2ince coulde ſcarce ſee it at all, 
Moꝛeduer, the onelie battaile of the Conffable ſtretched 
almoſt as farre in length as all the whole armie of the 
P2ince , And foz lacke of o2der, if that the conſtant reſolu⸗ 
tion of ſome had not ſerued foz an example vnto the reſt of 
the armie,the Pꝛoteſtants had beene that daie the moze vn⸗ 
happie. Jn ſumme, that back wardneſſe was the cauſe, that 
the Pꝛinte and the Conſtable bare all the bzunt, the Con⸗ 
ſtables hozſemen that frengthned his battaillon being 
charged at one end by the Admirall, and the Battaillon of 


the Duilſes that made hte other ne, by the — — I 


But as the froupes of the hozſemen Pꝛoteſtant were 
ſenered in diverſe ſmall Battaillons of two oz thꝛe com- 
panics Frenchmen , with as manye oꝛ moe Reiſters on 
their ſide,ſo they made diverſe charges. And to ſet the 
battaile abzoach, the Pzince ſet fo2th out of a little valley, 
wherevpon he marched, and reſolued to go fo the charge, be⸗ 
cauſe that the Artillerie of the Catholikes being well leuel⸗ 
lud, lighted among his bandes, with great daughter of god 
men, as well of one ation as of the other: but in ſtead of 
going directlie againſt the auantgard Catholike, which was 
karre from him, hee left it on his left hand, tourning head as 
gainſt the ſide of the eſquadꝛon of the Suiſſes which ſtren⸗ 
thened the end and vttermoſt ſide of the battaile of the Con⸗ 
table, the which ſome went about to dil wade him from, 
as well becauſe he ſhould thereby leaue all the auantgard of 
the enimie whole, who might charge him on the backe oz 
ſive at their pleaſure, as alſo becauſe his fotemen tarried 
thereby behinde all naked, and abandoned fo the mercie of 
the reſf'of the Catholikes. Poꝛeouer, ſeeing that he was the 
ſtronger in hoꝛſemen, he ought not to aſſaile the fotmen of 
the enimies, who would of themſelues either bzceak,o2 yeld 
ſhoꝛtlie after, it the hozſemen of the Catholikes were defai⸗ 
ted, but the heate of the Peince pꝛicked him fo2ward fo et⸗ 
ſects, and inconueniences, which ver ſhall ſe, Foz hauing aſs 
ſembled the pꝛincipal chicfe men of the armie, with the Bars 
ſhall of Heſlen, and certaine other that under ſtode French, 
fo; to repoꝛt afterward the ſeibiſt aunce ; of that h& ſhoulde 
ſaie, vnto their Captaines and ſouldiers, he ſpake to this 
effect. he |

kime, and namelie by the falſe alarme yeſterdaie , knows

Firlt and foꝛmoſt Mouy, with his troupe inco2pozated 
with Danaretts,the ſucceſſo2 of Genlys, (both of them being 
sf the Auantgard, pzepared foz the firſt ſhockes) were alſo 
the firſt that charged the ©uifſes in the flanke , with ſuch 
foʒte, that being reſolutely entred their ranks , they paſſed 
thozough them tranerſe . The Pꝛince that folowed them, 
not onely pierced their bataillon, but alſo bzake all p whole 
taile with great moztalitie of thoſe fotemen, as god pike⸗ 


men as they were. The Reiſters that folowed,gane in alſo 


after him,and dpd a meruailous execution The which 
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did the light hozfe,betweene the Bataillons or þ Huilleg; t 
Almans ſeeing, did ſet fo2th foꝛ to make head to the P2ince, 
but two coznets of Reiſters ſetting vpon him, did bzeake 
him in ſuch ſozt,that he was fozced to refire himlelfe to the 
Auantgard Catholicke, which was a god diſtance of, which 
pet remained ſtill firme. In this encounter was Monbron, 
one of the Conſtables ſonnes ſlaine by an Tſquire of the 
Pzince,who had pꝛomiſed it him befoze Paris. Upon thefe 
dilmarches, Rochefoucaut with about an hundzeth lances, 
who were allo of the troupe of the P2ince , who hadde not 
thought if god to leave their fotemen without ſuccour, was 
alſo conſtrained to take the ſame courſe, t charged the Suil⸗ 
ſes in the front, whome he found ſo cloſe together, x ſo well 
pꝛonuided of courage, oz perhaps not diſmarching with ſuch 
reſolution as the Pꝛince did, and therefoze could not bzeak 
them, gained nothing but thꝛuſts of the pike , although be 
flew lome, and among them the Colonnell. 
On thother ſide, at the verte ſame inſtaunt that the | 
P2ince charged, the Admirall with two coꝛnettes of Rei⸗ 
ſters that were on his right ſide, marched with his owne 
regiment, and the troupe of the Pꝛinee of Portian directly 
to the Conſtable his Unckle, and ſeuen oꝛ eight ſtanders of 
men of armes, that ſtrengthned the other ende of the batail 
Catholicke . And after he hadde bozne one volle of their 
Artillerie, and certaine arquebuziers Enfans perdus, that 
endamaged them a god litle , bꝛake all that he encountred, 
notwithſtanding ante reſiſtaunce that could be made As 
gainſt him. 

Many dpd then their beſt, but their number was no⸗ 
thing equall to them, that made moze dere accompt of 
Lyfe then of honour,and who beeing better pꝛouided of god 
ſpurres, then aſſured of heart, fledde with ſuch (pede that 
a great number were the next daye at the gates of Pa- 
ris, by eight of the clocke in the mozning , crying that 
all was loſt,

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Although it meth! to mer a matter ne deleſſe to ble a⸗

moze to the pourſuit and perfecting' vf his deſſeine . But 
as it is moꝛe diſhonoꝛ fo him that thꝛough negligence oz 
lack of tourage doth let the ſatiſ faction 4 contentment fo be 
loſt, the which he had almaſt thoꝛoughly gotten, thẽ foꝛ him 
that had alwaien bene infoꝛtunate at the beginning, in the 
pourſuite ;/ ant at the ende of his enterpꝛiſe: ſo you muſt 
— your ſelues, that God dyd not ſend into pour hands 
the beginning of lo renowmed victoꝛie thꝛough the range 
hardinelle, and not credible baloure of my Loꝛd the Pzince, 
but foꝛ to heate and enchafe pou to attempt the adnaunte⸗ 
ment and entier gaine of accompliſhed happineſſe. 
O thꝛiſe koꝛtunate, ve that ſhall retourne vnfo vour 
houſes triumphing of the victozie, loaden with the ſpoiles 


and ſer pour ſelues embꝛaſed, and ſwetely welcomed 
home by your kinſ fakes, wines,chitdzen,neighbours, and 
allies, who: ſhall :foz euer from Father to ſonne ſing 
the etcrnall pꝛalſes of you, that haue ſo willniglie expo-

Goe then my mat- 
ſters, and ſhew thenimie by effect, that our courage redou⸗ 
bleth in aduerſities, making them to know that with the 
loſſe of our bzane compantons, we will teuenge the woun- 
ding and taking of our Generall.

Thus they being all encouraged;marched direaly to the

ſpetially ſeeing that they had neuer a dance, were tome to 
ꝓtelde themſelues to their mercte 3 but they ſone knew that 
it was to begin againe the battatle. Foz although their foz⸗ 
ces were vtterlie — in number, ſpetially the Keiſters 


uni the lett ſide, deing llipt away. without doing ought, pet 
the reencounter was verp kurious and mostall to a grrat 


ninnber ok gallant men, In lo much, p the Duke of Guyte 
the better to bꝛeake, oꝛ to llacke this furious diſmarch that 


to the Mill agatnſt Þ village ot Maumontell;catifed to come 
with all ſpeæd French ftemen lead by the young Cdunte 
de Briſſac their Coldnel in Piemont, Martigues 

Which pet could not be porteined detaule he had tet them 
in battell behind the hd2[emen , they being without pike⸗ 
men wert 20 0 tharquebuziers, with the Spaniards, who 
all ſhwting. inceſlantlp againſt the Admirall , hurt manie 
doz les, and a number of the Tenfederates, thoꝛsugh theyz 
ſo het and do long n ſho we vr. hatt ne buſle. ſyot ho vet 
deu lot let but chat che hnz(omon ok the Catholicke; were 
perced 


perced luffelte by the Admirall with two hundzed hoꝛſe, and 
by 600, Keiſters in another quarter, and in the end were 
foꝛted to recoile and giue place to blowes, and they had ben 
wholie bꝛoken if that the Harquebuſhes had not ſlacked the 
courſe of the hozſes, and the fur ie of the Pꝛoteſtants, who 
hauing now changed their trot into a gallop, 4 bœing cha⸗ 


fed valiantlie to execute the charge, behaued their hands ſo 


well, p of all the hozſemen on the ſide of the Duke of Guiſe, 
there remained not with him vppon the place aboue fours 
ſcoze 02 an hundzeth, who in the end went to rallte them⸗ 
ſelues by the helpe of their great bataillen of Frenchmen, 
who bare all the bꝛunt, foꝛ the which it was well cheapned 
by the Admirall, who turned round about fo finde a place of 
bzeach and onerture, whereby he might doe ſome great mats 
ter, to the loſſe and ouerthꝛow of the whole bodie of the ar⸗ 
mie. But foꝛ lacke of lances, and becauſe the Admiral was 
not followed by all the Frenchmen, noꝛ the Almans, they 
could neuer pearce them noꝛ do other Vd, than deſtrole and 
endomage many of their troupes. The fight had now endu⸗ 
red aboue ſiue houres , and hardlie could one diſcerne the 
white ſcarfes which the Admiral and his ware, from the red 
of their enimies, when he cauſed his troupes to cloſe toges 
ther, putting v Reiſters that he had left in two eſguad2ons, 
and marching in the middeſt with the French ho: lemen, 
and commanding Bouchauanes the Lieuetenant of the pzins 
tes Coznet,foz to tarrie in the taile with about 50, hozſes, 
The Duke of Guiſe likewiſe rallied his men, t ſ&ing that 
the Admirall retired,aſſaicd foz to purſue him with all his 
foiemen,as long as their bzeath wold ſerue them, and a ves 
rie few hozſemen that were left about his perſcn, but they 


had ſcarce gone ſeauen oz eight hundzed paces, but that the 
darkneſſe of the night did take awaie the ſight one of ano⸗ 


ther. Do the Admirall retired a pace with thoſe fofemen 
that were ſaued, the great artillerie, and all the baggage: of 
the armie, a god league from the place of the Battaile to 


ye eam rety2ed- from the place where they had

the village of Neufuille, where he lodged . Pou lee howe | 


eight oꝛ nine thou, 


attached their enimie, whom they left in the poſſeſſion ther⸗ 


of, fo to ſearch, ſpoile, and buriſe the dead, and fo lift vp at 
leaſure the ſpoiled confederates , At the ſame time the 
Duke of Guiſe went to lodge in the ſuburbes of Dreux, a 
little league from thence: the place of the battaile remaining 
boide, vnleſſe it were of them that were appointed foz the 
effects befoꝛe ſaid, a great number of dead men lying here 


and there ſpoiled of all about them, and the Artillerie ok the 
Conſtable, with foure field peeces of the Pzinces, 


Such was the end of the battaile of Dreux, in the which 
God balancing the victozte as it pleaſed him, made manie 
warriours to marke th:& notable occurrances , and verie 
rare in ſich feafs of armes. The firſt, that ther was no ſkir- 
mich befoze the battalle: the ſecond, that both the Generals 
were taken pꝛiloners: and thirdlie, that they rallicd ſo of 
ten. As touching the dead, the Catholikes lapd, after y they 
had buried them, the nert date, that they found them to bee 
But other ſaid aſſaredlie, that there 
were dead on the place not aboue 300g. without accounting 


the hurt men that died ſhoꝛtlie affer, who were no ſmall 
number. At the reutew Which the Admiral made foure daies 


akter, he kound that chere remained of the French fotmen 
nere one thouſand ol Abont 25 o. that had ben there, x nere 


900, Almanes, of thꝛer thouſand that ſhould haue beene in 
their regunents: of whome about 4e that had yxlded 


themſelurs pꝛiſoners in the chaſe that we ſpake of ) were 
ſent home into their Countrie. Now of hoꝛſemen, to ſpeake 
the moſt, he found not miſſing aboue 1.4 C. both of French x 
Reiſters, not compꝛehending thoſe p were taken puſoners. 


Do that there died on the Pꝛince his ſide but? about 2200, 


fotmen. But on the Catholtkes their part, the abatement of 
the Suiſſes was meruailous, oł whom 17. Captatnes were 
llaine, their Coloncil Freulich being dead befoꝛe at Paris of 
a laſ ke. The reſt ofthe men ſlaine on that ſide were almoſt 
all hoꝛſeinen, who were hardite handled by the Keiſters as 
well at the taking of the Conſtable, as at the laſt charge:in 


the which among other, the Parchall ol Saint Andre, the

Chiektaine of the auantgard having bene taken nung 


and charged behinde by a Gentleman to get a great rauns 
ſome: Baubigny who had at another time taken at the heart 
a certaine diſpleaſure done by him, comming vpon him flew 
hun,with a Piſtoll ſhot ouerthwart his head. Many other 
knights and Lozdes were ſlaine there, as D*Annebault,D? 
Gemy with his Guidon, and the Marthall of the Logis, la 


Broſſe, a great fauourite of the Duke of Guile, and a ſonne 5 


of his. 

It was a long time an opinion, both during + after the bat⸗ 
taile, that the Duke of Guiſe was Caine, But (ome had ta⸗ 
ken his Eſquire from him, who was not much vnlike him 
in ſtature. whom the Duke had mounted on one of hjs belt 
hoꝛſes, vpon whom he was llaine, eucrie man taking him 
fo: his maiſter. Le Conte of Rochfort , called Damoiſel de 
Comerl,? de Beauuois, t Brichanteau were ſoze hurt, Beau- 
uois died in the end, the reſt cſcayed, Saint Heran was ſaued 
by the meanes of one of the Pꝛinces Trumpetters, p was 
his Countriman, wherefoze he was afterward in great dans 
ger to be hanged. Pienne, whom we told you departed from 
Orleans, fell into the hands of la Louc, an honeſt à valtant 
Gentleman, one ok his olde friends, Who notwithſtanding | 
rehearſing vnto him his fault, wold haue carried him away 
p2iſoner,but he could do and ſpeatie wel, ſo aſſuring him ac 
the laſt, that he ſhould ſone die in his armes, he was ſo ſoꝛe 
hurt, that he let him gore, and Pienne recouered-, D'aumalle 
was hurt, x had one ot his ſhoulder plate thꝛuſt out of ioynt, 
whereof he remained long time hurt. Auſlon a gentleman 
of Gaſcogne ſo renowme?d in the parts of Piemont, Þ he had 
made a P: 32onerbe of his yardinele,Can away with the firſt, 
euen to Chartes, where he died of an ague, that he twke foz 
gricfe + ſoꝛrow: ſo much can the feare to leeſe reputation do 
in a gentlemanlp heart. But the death of Frances of Cleues 
duke of Niuernois, gouernoꝛ of Champagne, the heire of the 
late Frances of Cleues his Father, is moſt remarkable, ol 
all things that happened in this Battaile . This young 
Lozde being ſo wonne by r a Gentleman 
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of Niuernos, by whome and by his Secrcfarie called Vige- 
naire, he let himſelfe be ſo wholie poſſeſſed , that notwith⸗ 
(fanding that he had made pꝛofeſſion of the ſame religion 
that the Pꝛoteſtants did, and had twice pꝛomiſed the pꝛinte 
to tome vnto him and follow him, vet he liked better to fight 
that date foz the Catholikes, whome be had befoze follow⸗ 
ed. But if happened vpon the pꝛicke of the firſt charge, that 


Desbordes himſelf ill handling his Piſtoll, wounded the 
Duke in the thigh thze fingers belowe the hanch, and to⸗ 
wards the knee, ſo grieuouſlie, that there could be no meanes 
found to ſaue his life And being ſo hurt, he was carried 
as well as it could then be, vnto a village, and from thence 
to Dreux,paſſing vpd the waie with fine 02 ſir of his men, 
who carried him neere to Dandelot, who enquiring what he 
was, and hauing vnderſtod that it was the Dake of Ne- 
uers wounded to death, would not ſtaie him, but bidde him 
thinke vpon his faultes and offences. But as foꝛ Desbordes 
be leauing his maiſter, did fo2 deſpaire that he had llaine 
him, oꝛ foꝛ ſome other cauſe, runne fo farre into the thickeſt 
of the entmies, that hee left his life in the place. But the 
vo2e Loꝛd dyd ſoze toꝛment himſelf, but hee was lomwhat 
comfoꝛted by Mouie , who 2 of all the Chieſtaines cf 
the Pꝛince, had beene taken in the laſt charge, and hc has 
ning bene in his pouth greatlie loued of the Duke of Ne- 


uers, ſerued hin foꝛ a comfoꝛter, and as a miniſter, euen vn⸗ 
til he died. The pꝛincipall pꝛiſoners beſides the Conſtable, 


was D' Oraiſon, De Rochfort, D'Eſclauoles, 4 certain other 
Gentlemen. On the Dꝛinces part were ſlaine, the Baron of 
um de Saux, de Chandien, de Liencourt, de Ligneris, de 


la Fredonniere; de la Carhere , de Rougnac de Mazellcs ) 


Saint Germier, almoſt all of them of the Coꝛnet of Mouy, 


who was taken pꝛiſoner in the laſt charge, hauing ben hurt, 
nd akterward farrying long on fote in the wod adiopning. 


Throckmorton p Ambaſſadoz of England, ᷑ Fances Perrucel 
the pzinces miniſter, thinking 5 all had been loſt, ſaued thtẽ⸗ 
ſelues in v neere town of Nogeant, wher was the Dowager 
of Bouillon, the daugbter of the great Senclhall, who had 
giuen 


uen a taſt to the P2ince the day befoze.And although they 
were deliuered pꝛiſoners to the Catholickes the next daye, 
yet Perrucel was afterward ſent to the Pꝛince, to whom he 
ſerned well foz to foztifie him, during the time of his im⸗ 

p2iſonment . Allo two other Piniſters were ſoꝛe hurt, but 

neither of them dyed: they were both gentlemen and bare 
armes. The one being Piniſter of Mouy his company, had 
ſcarſely made an ende of pꝛapers going to the charge, but 
that he was ſtroken to the ground with the blow of a ſtone 
that hit him on the reines, and from thence after a thouſand 
ſtrange chaunces, carried to the next village, and afterward 
to Dreux, and finally to Paris, and was ſo well thought of 
among his enimies, without euer being knowen, o2 con- 
ſtrained to doe any thing againſt his conſcience, that in the 
ende he came againe ſafe and ſound to Orleans . The other 
being bꝛother of de la Cour de Chire, a learned gentleman 
of Poitou, had reteaued an harquebuſſe ſhot in his reines, 
which carried a pæce of his harneſſe into his bodie, and the 
bullet going to the other ſide euen to the ſkinne, nere to 
the nauell, was ſo well thought of, and holpen the euening 
after the battaile, that the perce of the harneſſe being taken 
put at the entrie of the wound, and the bullet at the ende, x 
he being Hut vp in the caſtell of Maintenon, was readie to 
take hoꝛſe againe within thꝛee werkes. 
The newes of the battaile was ſwne bꝛought by the run⸗ 
awaies, both to Paris, and to Orleans, both the one and the 
other repoꝛting that all was loft on their ſide . The firſt 
that gaue the affright to Paris, was Guilaureau d' Orleans, 
folowed by many other, of whome ſome were god great 
ones, who all affirmed the ouerthzow of the battaile, and 
the taking of the Conſtable, as true it was, in ſo much that 
the partakers of the Catholickes ſtode in no great ſure 
ſtate: when Loſles ariued, repoꝛting the taking of the Ges 
nerall of the P2oteſtants, and how the Dake of Guyſe had 
recouered all: adding alſo,that the Admiral was datiert 
defaited. Upon the Which repozt there were made at Paris, 
and ma all otger places, to gat" theſe newes were w2it- 
Ut, 2 ten 


ten with all diligence,all kinde ok ioye, as boneftres,fealfs, 
dauncings, Paſ kes, accompanied with Pꝛoceſſions, rings 
ing of Bells, with all ioye and mirth On the other ſide the 
molt ſpedie to flie, made all things vncertaine at Orleans, 
but not quite deſperate , which helde all the people in ſul⸗ 
penſe vntill the next day being the xx. of the moneth, when 
certaine newes came with them that bzonght the Conſta⸗ 
ble pꝛiſoner, to whome they had giuen but a little reireſhs 
ment on the way after his taking, tdey making him march 
without once reſting all that nigbt, and the day folowing, 
vntul he came to Orleans, and was put in the Pzinces lod⸗ 
ging. He was not reſcaed as he loked foꝛ, by ioo. light hoꝛ⸗ 
ſes, t eight companies of French men oner whome Charry 
commaunded at Chartres, within light of whomthey made 
him paſſe a pace. But koꝛ to come againe to the two armies, 
the Dake of Guyſe entamped nerre Dreux, vſing all gras 
ctofitie towards the Pꝛince: who alſo on his part ſhewed 
-himſelfe nothing aſtonned, and ſo they paſſed the night, ha⸗ 
uing ſupped ſimply enough In the mozning the Duke who 
now remained ſole Chieleteine of the armie, hauing cauſed 
halfe a ſcoꝛe 02 a doſen peeces of Oꝛdenance to be (ſhot of, 
foz to aſſemble his people, made all the hurt men to be ſent 
into Dreux, and all the dead that could be found, to be buri⸗ 
ed, Alio the Enſignes that had bene wonne from the fwte⸗ 
men of the Pꝛinte, were bzought vnto him, which he ſent 
afterward to Paris, in ſigne of vicozie,becauſe the field was 
left vnto him. On the other ſide, the Admiral being at Neu- 
fuille, & hauing but flenderly reſted, & giuen oꝛder to all that 
was poſſible, aſſembled all the Captains, al wel Frenchmen 
as Reifters „that he could, vnto whome, foz to encourage 
them to an intiere & aſſured victozie,he pꝛopoſed the hope of 
certaine vinozie , if that at the very bꝛeake of the dape the 
next moꝛning, thep would charge their enimies, whome he 
knew were in great feare, hauing loft their two pꝛincipall 
Chiefeteines, and their hozſemen being fo2 the greateſt 
part ſlaine, and the reſt very much ſcatered, iniomuch, that 
they ſhould ſcarcelp finde an hund zeth hozſes together , as 
"a hs 


he alle learned by cerfaine ouldiours pꝛ ionen that had 
elcaped, and came backe to the Campe laſt night. Where 
vnto the Reiſters made aunſ were, that his counſell was 
verie couragious and god, but that it was impoſſible foz 
them to execute it, many of their hoz{es being hurt, and the 
other tired, beſides that, manp of their people were pet diſs 
perſed, with a god part of their Wagons, the which they 
would not leſe , and that they muſt needes mend and re⸗ 
paire their piſtolles. So by this meanes was that enter» 
p2iſe bꝛoken of. Pet nenerthelefſe they went foꝛth the nert 
day in battaile arate out of the village, and marched a lit⸗ 
le way ouer againſt the quartier of the Catholickes,where 
be tarried about an houre, conſidering the conntenaunce of 
his people, and foz to revoke as manie of his men as he 
could, that had bene ſcattered in the wod: and in the ende 
ſceing himſelfe out of hope to be followed fo2 to beginne as 
gaine the fight: dzew direcly to Gallardon , and the next 
dap being the xxi. hauing left by the way one of his great 
perces, to wit, a Cculuerine, which was mired, but afters 
ward waied vp, and carryed away by them of 7 ange he 
lodged at the village of Arneau, where he was choſen Ge⸗ 
nerall of the armie in the abſence of the Peince. And from 
thence into Beauſſe, and Salogne, and from hence into Nor- 
mandie, to meete with the Euglilh, winning many townes 
in thoſe parts. As Guyſe toke Eſtampes , and was faire 
fo2 Orleans when he was flaine by Poltrot ; wyerevpon 
enſued a peace, |

Che opinions were diuers, and the aſſembly was diui⸗ 
ded into two aduiſes, as it doth oꝛdinarelp happe in a mat- 
ter of ſuch impoꝛtante, namely among p Chiefeteines, that 
would manage their affaires conſiderafely „ and rather by 
the common aduite, then their own particular motion. The 
thiefe Captaines being alſembled, la Noue did declare vnto 
them, the enterpꝛiſe that they had made againſt the Fozt, 
and the occaſion thereof, that now it was come to this point 
that they could nof longer abide befoze the place , but that 
they muſt either fight, oz elſe retire them ſelues. As tou⸗ 
ching the fir ſt, the armie of the enimie is great, well furni⸗ 
ſhed both foz men, and equipage, and a third mo in number 
then the Pꝛoteſtants. But that which is moze fo be con⸗ 
ſidered in this occurrence is, that although we doe obtaine 
the vicozie, yet we ſhall thereby not adnannce at all the af 
faires of the publicke, and the totall cauſe , if that foztune 
fall ont ill fo our great armie, vnder the conduct of the Ad- 
mirall, which enery day is in doings with the Parſhall of 
Colle, and vppon the point to darreyne battaile with the 
kings fo:ces : fo2 then all this victo2te of ours, be rather 
lamentable, then p:ofitable . Foz as it can not be obtained 
but with great effuſion of bloud, and the death of manie 
bzaue Captaines and valiant ſouldiours: ſo that if the ar- 
mie of the Pzinces be bꝛoken, thoſe that Hall dye in this 
fight now at hand, will ſo leſſen our forces, that we ſhall 
not be able to maintaine Rochell again the Catholickes, 
ire and leuie an other armie: becauſe 
they doe warme in people onder the audoꝛitie that they 
haue folen from the king. But, ſeeing that he remitted the 
reſolution of the one and the other vnto the pluralitie of 


Voices thoſe that maintained the fight, carried it away in

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mouthes, and,of-a particular motion {ayd aloud 4 So that 


number. Beſtdes the diſhonoz (ſapde they) that the annie 
ſhall gette by ſuch a retraite, it can not be done but with 
an other greater loſle of men, then ſhall be ſpent in the bats 
taile: namelp, ſcring that the Catholickes march vpon them 
with ſo great (pede. Adde therevnto, that the Italians (as 
they thought) — ſette foꝛth foz to cut of the way-fo2 none 
other conſideration, but to impeach them of all wayes of 
retires, Wherevpon Puviant, toe the woꝛd out of their 


wee doe goe reſolutely to the charge, ths victozie-is-certainly 


durs, fo2 they are all· ſo werie, fo couored ouer with duſt, by 


reaſon of the long iourney that they haue made, and beſides 
they are ſo charged with llerpe, that ther will not be able 
to ſuſtaine the krſt charge of our people. As touching the 

relt, Sad, wha is as great as ſlrong and as well-willed to⸗ 
wards hig, as euer he was, hath pꝛouided foꝛ farre greater 
inconuenientes than thole that can befall to vs, it our great 
armie hap to be bꝛoken. If in all occaſions that are pꝛeſen⸗ 
ted to mem man {hel himſelfe noble and couragious, God 
will ſupply the relt, and kurnich vp the imperle ion ol man. 
of whome he demaunds no maze; but his deuoire Let vs 
then doe that li eth in vs, he that hath guided vs herevnto 
fo to 3 his cauſe, will of his alwightie power, ac⸗ 
complich that, which gur feeble power lacketh.

Upon 
this certaine of the Catholicke armie being returning, re⸗ 
encountred r.02 twelue valets of the Pꝛoteſtants, that led 
Roulviere pꝛiſoner, whome they recovered, and ſent him to 
Pu ygaillard, who was ſo iopfull thereof, that this incoura⸗ 
ged him moꝛe to haſten his companies fo2 to folow the luck 
ol ſo god a beginning. And vpon this, making all his peo⸗ 
ple to aſſemble vnder their Enſignes, he placed in the front 
one of the companies of the kings gard to ſerue foz Enfans 
perdus, to ſkirmiſh with the fozmolt of the Pꝛoteſtants, 
vnder the fauour of the hedges,and buſhes,that 3 haue de- 
ſcribed vnto-you-befoze. As the fotemen ranged themſelues 
to march in battaile, the hozſemen came pece by pece,and 
man after man, to be at the medley: whome he deuided ins 
to two hedges within a fielde nere to the vale of Erant, 
directly lying betweene Saint Gemme and Luſon. But afs 
terward ſeeing that from that place he diſconered not his 
enimie enough, he made them paſſe on the left hand of the 
way,fo2 to enter info a Winiard, which ſtode almoſt oucr- 
right directly againſt that valley,where the fotemen hadde 
encamped themſelues |, But by reaſon of the diches that 
they mult nedes paſſe, (with whome J haue alreadie tolde 
you,the molt part of the way is encloſed, to keepe thoſe that 
palle by, that they come not into the Wines) they were fozs 
ced to make their hozſes leape over the dike , one after an 
other, and in like oꝛder afterward to put themſelues in bat⸗ 
tatle as they artuedone after an other in a row, at the place 
appointed, the which the hozſemen of the Pꝛoteſtants, who 
were alreadie in battaile marked: and ſeeing the Catho⸗ 
lickes as it were to riſe out of the groũd befoꝛe them, would 
not giue leaſure to aboue ſire oꝛ ſeuen ſcoꝛe hoꝛſes to take 


range of battaile, and to put themſelues in eſtate of defẽte, 
but that they charged them befoꝛt they were all aſſembled, 

and in araꝝ ©; the reencounter ; while in the meane 2 

le the 
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raut, where J doe p2ate you leaue them all to take range of 
pattaile, that pou may ſe the diſpoſition that in the meane 


time, the Pꝛoteſtants gane to all their companies foz to ſus 


ſtaine the aſſaile of Puygaillard, oz actoꝛding to occaſion to 
charge to their aduantage. The dawning of the daie appꝛo⸗ 
ching,beganne to chaſe awate the thicke darkneſſe of the 
night, when the ſcoutes of Puuiant advertiſed la Noue, 


his fotemen-to march foꝛward a great pace on the lefte 
hand, and his hozſemen directlie to Luſon, and that he heard 


the front with foꝛtie hoꝛſes, and befoze him la Roch with 


Eſtienne with thirtie helmet men and certaine Harqucbu⸗ 
ziers,leautng at his backe twentie hoꝛſemen, that Bruneli- 


cre lead. After ward he oꝛdered the reſt of the armie at lea⸗ 


ſure . The fotmen whereof were quicklie ranged in bat⸗ 


taile, vnder the charge of their Colonell Payer, at the foure 


wayes of ths Mill Chapitre, flanked by the troupe of Sou- 
ze, to whoſe ſide la Noue ſent thoſe hoꝛſemen that he him» 
ſelfe woulde leade . Mere was the groſſe of the armie 
which la Noue -canſed to encampe in that place, as well to 
ſupplie the necellitie of ſuccour that Puuiant might craue, 
as foꝛ to couer and hide the plate, and to keepe the beſieged 
ſtronglie in bꝛeath, to the end.that hee might take from 
them the knowledge oi the armie that Puygaillard hadde 
bought, and conſequentlie ta anpeach them from iſſuing 


out vppon the tate of the Pꝛoteſtants, whileſt they fought 


with other Catholikes in front (as Hanibal dyd a Telin/as 
gainſt Þ,Scipio,whome he put to flight, by reaſon that he 
had ſent certaine Numidians to charge him in the taile du⸗ 
ring the battaile.) And without doubt all things ſeemed to 
laugh on Puygaillard, if that N not ouerthwarted 


— 


the fwtemen of the Catholikes, ranged themſelues alſo by 
little and little vnder their Enſignes towards the vally E. 


that Puygaillard not willing fo reſt at Saint Gemme, made 
the noiſe of the fozmolt that marched in battaile without the 
Boꝛough: which was the occaſion that be ſet Puuiant in 


fifteene oꝛ ſirtcene hoꝛſemen, and pet farther befoze Saint 
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hedges, and in cerfaine ditches and chanells that are there, 


ked one from another bya plaine field, the which is leuell 


eee 


the courſe ol his delleines, fo he ſhould neuer haue put him 
felfe betwerne two enimies, although the Pꝛoteſtants were 
few. Se what hapned to the Fidenates, that had put them⸗ 
ſelues betwene Mamercus Aemilius the Dictatoz, x Quin- 
tius his Lieuetenant, fo: they were wholie bzoken . Lykes 
wiſe Aluian, the Generall of the Piſans was vnhappie, 
becauſe he being aſſailed at Daint Vincent by Bentiuo- 
gli the Generall of the Fiozenfines on the Front, on the 
2e,andbehinvefawe all his whole armie defaited. Theſe 
troupes were not lo ſone ſet in araie, but that the Enfans 
Perdus aduanced in fwo bands (without the bodie of the fat 
men) in number of 100,03 120. harquebuziers lead by the 
Captaines, Normand, la Garde, had the ſignall to charge, 
almoſt at the verie ſame time that Puuiant and Saint Elli 


enne were at the charge. 


Now ſe the fozine ol the battalle. Puniant who lead 


the greatel part of the fozces of Poitou, had diſtributed all 
his troupes in fozme of an hedge , by reaſon ot the (mall 


number of his men, Pozeouer,his troupes did not follow 


one another ſtraight, but as it were bias, to the ende that 
all his troupes might ber ſeene within the wate of Fonte. 
nay, fearing that Puygaillard woulde cauſe ſeme of his 
ttoupes to march along that ſide to giue them the flans 
quado , Jn the meane time Puygaillard (ct his men in a- 
raie, and made the moze haſt becauſe it was tolde him that 


the Pꝛoteſtants came to ſceke hun. J haue tolde you bes 


fo:e, that betwirt Saint Gemme and Luſon, there is no⸗ 


thing but Uines encloſed with hedges and thicke buſhes, 


and certaine large plots of plaine ground, which are ſeue⸗ 
red from the waie , the which is ſtraight and fozth right, 
and of a god largenefſe,and flanked on both ſives with like 
defences. 


LVauing let one front of Enfans perdus behinde thoſe 


and namelie behinde the buſhes of certaine vines, ſepara⸗ 


inough: 
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inough: hee made one regiment to adnance into the valley 
Eraut,and ſet the reſt of the fofemen moze-on the left hand 
of Saint Gemme,hee would haue flanked them with ho2zſ- 
men, but he had no leaſure to doe if,as'J will tell you, ou 
haue ſeene the delſcines, the number, the tourney,the con⸗ 
duct, and diſpoſition of the two armies fo2 to fight : now it 
reſteth fo2 you to beholde what was the charge, the medlie. 
the purſuite, and the flight of the leſle happie, and how the 
victoꝛious followed their god houre, J ſent Saint Eſtienne 
(otherwile called voung Violle· uigne) followed by their hel⸗ 
met men, to the front of the Pꝛoteſtants armie, As ſone as 
he ſawe the Catholikes range themſelues in battaile one al⸗ 
ter another in a rowe, he aduertiſed la Noue : who rightlie 
pꝛeſuming, that if Puigaillard had time and leaſure to oꝛder 
all his troupes, that he1 might tarie awaie the honour of this 
vattaile, gaue the wozd to S. Eſtienne, and commanded him 
to go reſolutelie to the charge, to follow his point, as long 
as he ſawe himſelfe accompanied by anie of his fellowes. At 
the ſame inſtant he oꝛdeined Puuiant to ſuſtaine him, if hee 
ſawe him weake, and to ſecond his god houre if he ſawe the 
firſt charge to beare it ſelfe as he hoped:then he abode himſelf 
lower, with all the reſt foz to ſuccour al octurrances. At that 
verie pꝛeſent, Saint Eſtienne diſmarthed in view of all the 
Catholikes, who would not ſet foꝛ ward when they were ſo 
far of, but ſuffered them to come within fiftie paces of them; 
vea c till theꝝ ſaw them change their pace to a trot, that they 
might take a gallop foꝛ to charge them: the 25,02 30. helmet 
men of Malicornes companie of men of armes, whome D* 
- Heruilliers lead, diſbanded themſelnes out of the fron pe, 
and haſt ing their pace, receiued them after ſuch a faſhion? 
that if the other that moued not, had ſeconded them as cou⸗ 
ragiouſlie, they had gotten moze honour that dais, But the 
tonkederates, who as aſſailants went reſolutely to the char ge, 
turning otherwiſe to their aduauntage, the ſmall account 
that the Catholikes made to remoue themſelues,pearced (6 
luſtelie, and with ſuch purſuite all that they reencountered, 
that aſter the death and ee lome , the companie

them. But being returned to the bbdie of the hoꝛſemen, who 
now ſetting fozth made a god number of them, without 
the remonſtrantes of Puigaillard , (who toke all paine foz 
to encourage and to aduance them tothe defait of them, that 
foꝛ the ſhocke receiued of I) Heruilliers, were halfe ſcattes 
red and readie to turne face if they were liuelie purſued ) 
to march: -When| the two troupes of Puuiant pꝛe⸗ 
fented themſelnes on the lekte ſide, as though they woulde 
haue charged them on that ſide, But ſeeing that the Catho- 
likes came not foꝛ ward at all like men relolute to fight: as 
fone as they hadde receiued thoſe that reſted whole of the 


. Coxnet of Saint Eſtienne, they turned vpon the right hand 


and charged them ſo furioullie, that not one of them had the 
heart to ſuſtaine them, but all tourned their faces thether 
from whence they came. The wozſt was, that they beetng 


hotlie purſued, had no pittie, and leſſe feare to bꝛeake the 


companies ok their fwtemen, that came at their backes, bee⸗ 
ing learte pet all in batfaile araie, thoꝛugh whom they pal⸗ 
ſed ſo ſpeedelic, that the fotemen telt their harme as lone 
as they had diſcoucred their flight . In ſumme, their fo lo⸗ 
daine departure out of the field of the battaile,did ſo diſcou⸗ 
rage all the reſt of the hoꝛſemen, by reaſon of the aſſurance 
that they had in the foꝛmoſt, and fartheff adnaunced, with 
whome the Generall thought to arme the front of his hoꝛſe⸗ 


men, that all the wozdes,thzeates, and remonſtraunces of 
Puygaillard, who thought to ſtate them fo2 to rallie them 


foꝛ the dcfence,if not of their honour, alreadie halfe lolt, pet 
at the leaſt of the fotemen, whome they lefte to the bouts 
cherie, pꝛofited him nothing but was at laſt conſtrained 
himſelke, being lekte alone, and lo nere his enimies, to fol⸗ 
lowe that long and large wate which the belt mounted 


had traced vnto him Puuiant and many. other purſued 


ſame ſo nere, that thoſe which were wozſe mounted were 
leſſe happie, and firſt vꝛged to yelde their life - | 
.  Jnlomach that the moſt parte being ( as'of the 
©2dinannees , Pang welt mounted, the i 
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giofifed them nothing, and they retired themſelues uith⸗ 
in Fontenay, which was with foure jeagues, where Pu⸗ 
igaillard artued about none, and pet the retrait could not be 
nere enough foz them, that thought themſelnes oner hotly 
purſued. ing Antigonus ſeeing him(ſelfe mocked foz flying 
away; with the fews that were left him: J flednot (aun⸗ 
\wered he) but J purſued the pofit that J ſawe behinde 
me . So the Catholickes ranne to Fontenay, foz to finde 
there a neadeful commodie to ſaue their lines. 3 haue tould 
vou alreadie that the field wherein the hoꝛſemen of the Ca⸗ 
tho lickes began to range themſelues, had but one entrie, 
flanked'on both ſides with Uines, fenſed with high buſhes, 
betweene whome they mut paſſe to charge the Catholicks, 
theſe buſhes couered a great number of haquebuziers, who 
ſhot at Saint Eſtienne: but they could not ſtape aboue thꝛer 
oꝛ foure, but the reſt of the hoꝛſes furniſhed their carriere, 
and carryed their men (ſome of whome were hurte) euen 
to the charge. Granzay (the youngeſt of the Bogiſiere) 
Courterne le Re, and la Roche du Gue,tarrped there, ChaC. 
{elandiere the Enſigne of Saint Eſtieime, and fiue oz fire 
other, although they were hurt, yet went foꝛ ward, but being 
ſuſteined by Malicornes men, they were lo hurt, that they 
could liue no longer then the next day. 

Now touching the Enfans perdus, they marched ſo cou⸗ 
ragiouſty one againſt the other, as though they would not 
fight but onely with their (words, wherefoꝛe they appꝛo⸗ 
ched ſo nere together, that all of them cryed away har⸗ 
quebuzadcs . Then the Captaines with their (words and 
targets, i the ſouldiours recharged as lpedely,as the pꝛac⸗ 
tile of warres would permit them, ſending freſh ſucconrs 
where nerde required, leming as though they would haue 
continued that play a long time. But the Catholickes has 
ning heard the piteous crye of them, home their hoꝛſemen 
flying, had bꝛoken, dyd not ſo ſone know that the P2ofes 
ſtauts folowed their vicozte (the which they perteued by 
the long cryes and iopfull acclamations of their enmes) 
ne wm they began to tre ble and ſhzinke backe in the 
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defend themſelues, muc 


meane time Hat Wi as dpd their deudire ko den 
fend themſelues vnder the auantage of the hedges r buſhes 
that couered them. But pet in the ende, ſeeing the P;ofes 
ſtants app2och and ffil come vpon them thozough the vines, 


they fozſwke their buſhes , fo2 to caſt themſelnes into the 
plaine, where the reſt of their fellowes had rallied with 


other, and encouraged themſelues foz a cerfaine time foz 


to ſuſteine their enimies. But when the Pꝛoteſtants were 


ſealed of the buſhes, behinde whome they ſhot at their caſe 
without euer miſſing that great regiment, they with many 


hoꝛſemen, trying victoꝛie, caſt themſelues among them, as 


on a loft bodie, foꝛ to ouerthzow them intierelp: ſo that they 


were in 5 ende conſtrained ſome to flpe, other to put thems 


ſelues to the mertie of the l woꝛd, oz the pitie of the victos 
rious. And to ſay the trueth, if it had not bene fo2 la None, 
very few had eſcaped the furie of the Pꝛoteſtant, namelie, 
of the Lanſquenet who came to the defait, Theſe ſouldiers 
doing the wozſt they could vppon theſe olde bands, foz to 
ſhew that they would be reuenged ok the ill happe, that had 
fell vpon them at Moncoutour;fpakenothing elſe but deſti- 
cot Cheline Moncoutour , villaine doeſt thou not remem⸗ 
ber Moncoutour, vnto thole that being diſarmed, could not 
leſle aunſ were to their outragious 
ſpeach . And except their Colonell, who contenting him⸗ 
ſelfe with pillage, had appeaſed his wꝛath, they were all de⸗ 
termined not to returne into their Countrie , but well res 
uenged foz their compantons, that had bene ſo well feaſted. 
This battaile made many Catholickes and P;oteffants 
note and marke, as afterward ſome of them dyd often con⸗ 
feſle, that as fotemen are at this day furniſhed and conduc⸗ 
ted, they muſt not fght in the plaine againſt hoꝛſemen, vn⸗ 
lelle they be flanked oꝛ ſuſtained by hozſemen : ſeeing that 
the very Suiſſes who keepe their rankes beſt, and reſt moſt 
aſſured to rallie, in cafe they be bꝛoken, wil no moꝛe march, 
unleſſe they be flanked, with French Parquebuziers and 
vozſemen, namely againſt the French hozſemen. 
los what PAPUFIED " P. Wie Aemilius, fs 

gainſt 
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gainff the Vaſes and b Latives, whe had onerthzowen heir 
— their hozſemen- had not come to their ſuccour . 
and what of our blacke bands befoze Naples » who being 
incited by to much hardineCe,as they which had paſſed wel 
befoze, were ſo ill entreated by the Neapolitan hozſemen, 
becauſe they had no hoꝛſemen to ſuſteine them, that their 
bꝛaue enterpꝛiſe was bpoken: as were the Suilſes by the 
Pꝛoteſtants at the battaile of Dreux, and by king Frances - 
at the battaile of Saint Brigide nere Marignan, vpon the 
Milaneſe. 
The fatemen in generall, were endebted and bound to 
Ia Noue and Soubize, who cauſed the bouchggie of; the 
Frenchinen to ceale,they yelding to haue their lines laned, 
except one Captaine Enſigne Colonell, who pꝛeferxing 
death befoze diſhonoz , the which he thought he ſhould de⸗ 
ſerue by ſuruiuing ſo many valiant ſouldiours ſlaine, wold 
not abandon one ſo honoꝛable a peece of ſilke, but with the 
toſſe of his life. And doubtleſſe , the ſuretie and ſauing of 
an Enſigne is of ſuch conſequence, that any god ſouldiour 
will neuer omit to doe his deuoire to kepe it loꝛ any daũ⸗ 
ger that hall be pꝛeſented him: in ſo much that he will 
— 16 to fight vnder the ſhadow 6f his Enſitgne, euen to 
the laſt bꝛeath of his lyfe , @Sirtene Enſignes, and two 
Coznettes were taken , and. about 500.llaine,and 700.03 
doo. pꝛiſoners ſent away with a white rodde in their hand. 
Many Captains died there, as 1 t other, but all ei⸗ 
ther Liuetenants 02 Enſignebearers;foz ther were not one 
but la Hiliere, a Captaine in chiefe of a companie of the Res 
giment Reall, Df hozſemen lefle then thirtie dyed,foz they 
ſaucd themſelues by flight. Upon a ſodaine the vicozious 
p2eſented their Enſignes befoze the Foꝛt, which peelded, 
the foure Enſignes, whereof made vp the number of two 
and twentie, bꝛought to Rochel. And becauſe that Maſcaron 
complainedof la Noue, foꝛ Þ tontrarie to the pꝛomiſe of aſſu⸗ 
red compoſitio,he had certain baggage taken frõ him, which 
had ben permitted him to carry away, la Noue twke 400. 


crowns of a pꝛiſoner, which bo cauſed to be caried to le 
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confent Sai lum to maintaine his ene But the carier 
being flaine at the faking of the Piniſter de Chire at Mo- 
zeuill, as J will tell you in an other place, the money was 
not delivered vnto him. But to returne backe againe to 
our battaile: the diſmiſſed ſouldiours retired, attributing 
the octaſion ok all the ill hap vnko the over hot haſt of Puj- 
gallard, and foz that if was accompenied-a* ſome ſay, with 
a contemning of the Pꝛokeſtants. In dade he little pꝛacti⸗ 
ſed the example of Paulus Aemylius, the Conſull and Ge⸗ 
_ of the Romans, who trauailing with an armie thos 
Hacedonie , againſt Perſeus the king of the Mares 
had marched atmoft all one whole day a great pace, 
| — Penh with the enimie, and fo come fofight.the which 
waFiþ\efented vnto him”, But although his people made 
countenante of accepting of the god offerre,# er ed of them⸗ 
ſelues that he ſhould leade them to the enimie: ver neuer 
the leſſe becauſe he ſaw the wery, by reaſon they had mar⸗ 
ched pꝛestie long with their bagage on their back, all bathed 
in weat, lilling their tongue half a fot out of their month, 
fo2 ertreeme thirſt, that toꝛmented them, their eyes, mou⸗ 
thes and faces full of duſt, and burnt vp, and halfe roaſted 
with the ſcoꝛching heate of midday, he would not pꝛeſent 
them to the battaile, noꝛ bꝛing them in ſight of a freſh and 
aranged enimie,ſeing that foꝛ lack of ſtrength many reſted 
and ſtayed themſelues vppon their bucklers and iauelins, 
ſticked in the ground, foꝛ to hold them vp: but contrarte to 
the opinion of many, commaunded the foꝛmoſt bands. to 
lap downe their burdens, and baggage that they carr ped, 
and meaſure out the front of a Romane cape, (They were 
not ſo delicate as our bands be, foꝛ the meaneſt of whame 
a dolen ot baggage: carriers, and ſo many gouiats 02 dꝛud⸗ 
ges after them be not ſuffictent) And when Publicus Na- 
ſica, one of the beſt qualited gentlemen in the armp, tould 
him, that it were better to purſue the enimie, who vnto that 
day had al wales fledde befoze them, then to leaue him one 
night free fo2 to flie longer, and fo renew the paine of the 
Reoinans in Rang him farther-; * aunſwered modeſtlie 


without 
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haue now Naſica, and pou will one date haue that which A 


without bewing of himkelfe Wii whit altered foz that bold 
aduertiſement : J haue had heretfofoze the minde that you 


haue now. Pane a diuerſe accidents of warre haue taught 
mee to know the time when fo fight, and when fo refuſe, 
But ſ&ing that leaſure is denied mee to ſaie anie moze,cons 
tent your ſelfe fo2 this time with the authozitie of an olde 
Captaine:neuer contemne your enimie moꝛe than you haue 


had god occaſion, One ought allo to conſider the commodi- 
tie of the place, the circumſtance of time, the qualitie of the 
furniture, the number of men of warre,the fozme, the man- 


ner of the light, the god heart and hardineſſe of his men, the 
obedichce of his ſouldiers, the authozitic and bꝛaue reputa- 
tion of the Generall, which doth ſerue oftentimes to bzing 
to a god end an exploit wel conceiued. But fo it is, that al⸗ 
waies fo2tune doth ſaie and ſing aloud, and cleere, that all is 
hers, and ſhe doth plate in enterpziſes of warre as frelie as 
the fiſh doth in the great and wide Ocean. But of all other 
the olde bands that ſerned Puigaillard, as the beſt fotemen 
of this age, did take verie impatientlie to be ſpoiled of their 
weapons, What (ſaid one) after that J haue done notable 
ſeruice to my king foz the ſpace of fifteene yeeres together, 
hal J ſnffer ſuch diſhonour: And ſhal J after twentie peres, 
and J after thirtie, and J after foztie, ſapd another, beare the 
ſcozne of a (ouldier diſgraded 4 God fellowe, foz Gods lake 
leaue me(fayde they) but my harquebuſſe, but my pike, but 


my lwozd, take all euen to my ſhirt, that the face of his ma⸗ 


ieſtie may not ſ& me in the habite of a goutat and dꝛudge 
But the Souldiers vidozious growing in deſpite, becauſe 
they could not take from thein (heir lincs foꝛ the counter⸗ 
maum of their Oenerall, ſcopped their cares again ſuch 


pꝛaiers. The which one of the Captaines, an Enligne Co⸗ 


lonell perceiuing, foz to ſhew in what honour we ought 
to holde the Armies and degrees that haue ben ginen vs, 
and alſo what difference there is betweene a chiefe of 
marke, and a ſimple Douldier , loued better to die with 
honour , couered and wzapped in his Enſigne, than to 
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dzinke of ſuch ſhame Do befoꝛe theſe bꝛaue chicfe died, her 


kull it is that a Generall be loued of thoſe that follow him: 


patientlie ſawe the purple ol his blond die the white Taffe⸗ 
tas ot his Enſigne Crimſon. J doe remember me of the en⸗ 
ſigne Colonell of Cæſar, that bare the Eagle Imperiall in 
the ciuile warres, This Romane Captaine knowing what 


- ame it is to leaue the Enſigne to bee wonne by the eni⸗ 


mie, when he ſawe that he was neere to his end, did fo much 
w his companions, that it was ſaued and bꝛought vnto the 
handes of his Generall. J muſt nedes alſo recite the nota⸗ 
ble example of the Counte de Charny, that bare the Banner 


ol France in that ſo famous battaile of Malpertuis , nere 
Poitiers , which king John loft againſt Edward the Printe 


of Wales, and the Cngliſh men. This gentle Frenchman 
loued better to die in the field with the ſoueraigne Banner 


of France in his hande, ſtroken thoꝛough with a thouſand 


blowes,than to line with the repꝛoch to haue fled from the 
Engliſhmen as farre as Poitiers, as two partes of the ar⸗ 
mie did the twelfth of September, Anno, 1 3 5 6, But the 


raunſome ot ſo many pꝛiſoners was not intollerable, but 


moderated fo2 the pittie and compaſlion, that they had of 
ſo many bꝛaue warriours,who pet lapd all the falt of their 
foule daie on the conduct of the armie . But that J maye 
omit nothing of my deuoire, Puygaillard had great reaſons 
fo2 the iuſtiſications of his dwings . Firſt, the ennie that he 
bare him at the charge, ſaping that bee was of to ſmall an 
houſe to commaund ſo many ſeigniours, was the cauſe that 
hee was fozſaken , by not onelte two partes of the men of 
armes that were appointed him,but alſo of many Enſignes 
of fotemen, and namelie of all the Captaines in chiefe of 
thoſe bandes that remained, - 

J will not ſpeake of the Komanes, manp of whoſe ar⸗ 
mies were ouerthzowen by the hatred boꝛne to their Genes 
ralls, no moꝛe then J wil of the Counte de Galcaz deſpigh⸗ 
ted, betauſe that his bother Galcas Saint Seuerin was pꝛe⸗ 
ferred befoze bim in the eſtate of Generall of the armie as 
gainſt the French. J wil alſo paſſe ouer in ſilence how nerd⸗

and will nof een vnto you hot Perſy(by reaſon of the 
authoꝛitie that he had with the ſonldiers)made Monpenſier 
leeſe many faire enterpꝛiſes at the conqueſt of the kingdome 
of Naples. Some men onelie wiſhed he&re,that the Gene⸗ 
rall * his ſouldiers had done as Liuiano and his armie 
did, who hauing trauailed his armie thꝛough foule 2 deepe 
waies and full of mire , and foulie ſouſed with continuall 
raine, and tired with marching date and night: yet when 
they ſhould haue reſted themſelues,and being at the place 
appointed therefoze,he ſpake vnto them ſo effectuallie,aſſuy 
ring them of the victozie,and the greate ſpoile of Ruiglio, 
that they quite fozgot all their long iourneyes paſſed, 4 be- 
hauing themſelues as they ought, got no lefſe honour, than 
they did riches by their ſpoiled enimies. But the enuie, that 
namelie the Poiteuins bare Puygaillard, ouerthꝛew the haps 
pie courſe of his faire deſſeines , "Do ended the battaile, the 
which began in the verie bꝛeake of the date, although that 
the miſt of the thicke cloudes woulde not at the beginning 
thereof ſuffer the armies to enteruie w one another at eaſe, 
And it may be , that ik the Pꝛoteſtants had diſcoured ſg 
great a maſſe of men, that they had choſen the retraite fo2 
the fight, th2ougy the mcanes of ſuch fogges?, that gaye 
them the true meane foꝛ to ſurpꝛiſe and bꝛeake the enimie. 
After this battaile, the Pꝛoteſtants in thoſe partes wonne 
Fontenay, Mirans, Brouage, ànd the Ille of Santogne,and 
beſieged the Citie of Saintes F n a generall 1 0 was 
pꝛoclaimed. 


The battaile at. Chieuraine in Henaule, fought betweene 
Don Federilce,ſonne to the Duke of Akin the Lord 


Tenlts,a Frenchman, in Anno, 1572. out of Popellimiert. 
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. * | * De Comte Lodouick of Naſſau, hauing fog 
2 5 11 tunatlie ſurpꝛiſed the towne of Mounsſin 
2 * enault, by the aide ot certaine French! fo2- 
= des lead by the K. Ienlis: within thozt time 
- after tet vack lens himſelk into France, fo; 
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verſe reſpects. Firſt fo aduertiſe the Franch king (who ſeer⸗ 

med highlie to fauour theſe defſeines of Lodouicke, and the 
reuolt of the low Countries from the obedience of the Spas 
niard)of the ſuccelſe of their enterpꝛiſe. What oꝛder they 
had giuen to the eſtate of the cauſe,of the meanes that they 
had fo aduaunte their foztune farther, of the ſtirres and res 
uolts in Holand and Zeland, of the fauour that they had re⸗ 
ccined out of England Scotland, and Germanie , and aboue 
all, of the great leauie that the Pzince of Orenge made in 
Germanie, and of the hope of their ſpeedie ariuall: that it 


would pleaſe his maieſtie to purſue ſo bꝛaue a beginning, oꝛ 


at the leaſt, to ſuffer men to bee leamed in France, to be 


ſent into Flanders, fo iopne with the Pzince and the Al⸗ 


manes, ag ainſt the Duke that pꝛepared an armie to take the 


field. But if the king refuſed ſo to doe, then to ſolicite the 


Pꝛinces of Bearn and Condey, and the Admirall foz to ſend 
as many ſould iers as they 14 Ienlis pꝛomiſed him to do 
what was poſſible,x did fo2 his owne perticular aſſure him, 
that he would emplote all the meanes he could to leauie foz⸗ 
tes, and woulde leade them himſelfe into the place appoin⸗ 
ted. Yee went to the Court, and advertiſed the king and 
his Counſell of all that J rehearſed befoꝛe. The which did 
dinerflie moue their mindes, accoꝛding to the dinerſitie of 
their kauours and factions. Afterward haning recetued a 
god anſ were of the king, and a pꝛomiſlion to leauie men, 
c aſſurance of the Admirall,that be had alredy ſent fozth his 
commiſſions into all parts of France,foz to leuie companies 
both of fofmen and hoꝛſmen, x had appointed them to meete 
all together within one dates tourney of Paris, where by 
that time he hoped to haue his owne companie of men of 


armes, fo conduct all theſe foꝛces himſelfe into the lowe 


Countries: he rode into Picardie, where, vppon the bꝛuite 
of the conqueſt of Elanders by the king, and of the great and 
rich bofics and ſpoiles that they loked fo2 there, hee had 
within few dayes leauied thꝛer oz foure thouſand fotmen, x 
200,men of armes, with two cOmpanies of 8 quebuziers

The Admirall, that had fould Tenlis , that he ſhould goe 
finde out the Pꝛinte, and ſerue him foz the auantgard, wil⸗ 
led that Beauieu the Enſigne of his compante of men of 
armes, ſhould take thirtie of his compante , and as foz the 
reſt he ould carie them that he could get without ante re- 
| gard had of what religion they were. The Baron of Renty 
had one Regiment of nine Enſignes of fote men, Ieumel- 
les of eight, Berenguaruille of fire, Ianiſſac was appointed 
/ fo2 to conduct the Auantcoureurs. The ſeuenth of July they 
began to march with a thouſand inſolences, and miſozders 
| committed on the paiſants,and namely by the fwtemen. As 


| ſoneas Counte Lodouick vnderſtod of their diſmarch,he 
' ſent lenlis woꝛd that he ſhould take the way by Cambreſis, 
| andgoe fo joyne with the armie of the Pꝛince his bꝛother, 
as well fo2 to alliſt him to paſſe oner the Maſe , the which 
the garriſons of the countrie being aſſembled dyd empeach, | 


/ as alſo to auoide the haſard of being bꝛoken by the froupes, 
ok the Dukes ſonne(who was Generall of the armie that 
then beſeeged Mouns) which he might happelie ſend to al⸗ 


ſaile him. Mozeouer, he could doe him no ſeruice at Mouns, | 
kuch number of men as were ſufficient to re. 
| mone the ſeage: and therefoze his troupes (ſeeing he lacked 
no menne with in the towne) could ſerue him to no other 
turne, then to cate vp his victualls, which they would ſune 
doe, and he ſhould be conſtrained in the ende, to giue vp the 
towne foꝛ famine. But lenlis returned aunſ were, that he 
feared not the enimie, and that after he had bene at Mouns, 
and ſeene his olde companions , he might paſſe further as 
ſhould be thought beſt , Upon this the troupes marched ffil 


foꝛ he had no 


ſo careleſly,and fo taking their caſe in the farme houſes and 
ſmall villages,as though they had held themſelues aſſured, 
that the emmie had not bene within an hundzeth leagues 
_ of them: and that which was wozſe,they had not any ſure 
guide, not well inftruced what way they ſhonld take to bg 
karre from the enimie. In fine , they being come nere to 
Boſſu, one league and an halle from Monns,they ſent fo2th 
an hundzeth hozle to make diſcouerie The Regiment ol the

As the countrie hath 
many ſeueralls, and is full of hedges and buſhes (which en⸗ 
duced Ienlis to think he ſhould pꝛeuaile becauſe he was ſtrõg 
in fofemen) the ſcoutes aduertiſed that they had ſeene cer- 
taine hozſemen within a wod, which cauſed the Baron of | 
Renty to choſe out certaine hundꝛethes of his men foꝛ En- 


fans perdus, and ſeperate them foꝛ to ſerue at the heade of | 


his batta llon „ loking-foz the charge. But as ſwne as the 
pꝛoteſtant hozſemen that had diſcouered them, ſawe that 
the hoꝛſemen that came out of the wod into the plaine, do d 
neuer make an ende, and that an number of harquebuziers | 
were auaunced to d2zaw them to the ſkirmiſh,they were ſo 
eſtonnied, that they could not retire themſelues but a gals | 
loppe.This was on the rvii.of July. The hoꝛſemen of the 
Duke, who were of the ozdenances of the countrie comy | 
maunded by Noircarmes, and others, ſeing theſe felowes : 
retire ſo hotly , toke courage to purſue them, and namely, | 
ſeeing that their hundzeth Poſquetaires Spantards , had

But Sanchio Dauila doubting that he wold 
palſc the riuer lower, becauſe along time he heard no newes 
of him, canſed his armie to diſmarch (the which with the 
regiment of Mondragon was 4 $00.02 oo men) and as 
he marched a long the riuer ſide to keepe the paſſage,he vn⸗ 
\ derſfod of treaſon within the ftowne of Nieumegen, and 
pow that thoſe within would peeld vnto Comte Lodouick, 
that he might paſſe over there. Wherefoze to pꝛeuent that 
enterpꝛiſe, he incontinentlie thzuſt a gariſon into the town, 
and continuallie followed his enimie, vntill ſuch time as he 
was aduertiſed that the Earle woulde fozteſie himſelfe not 
far fr5 a ſmall village called Moken, two leagnes from 
the kings campe, by the riuers ſide. The Earle had choſen 
this place, becauſe he ſawe that his purpoſe of taking Nicu- 
mega Was ditcouergd, and ally that her might enter into 


e 
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weetie his campe and his enimies, there was a 
iuer eq ke a bꝛidge, which kept the Catholiks from com- 
ming vnto him. But Sanclno Dauila to bꝛing his journey. 
to an W that he might leeſe no time, marched to Graue, 
g towne in the confinesof Brabant, whore He cauſed a great 
bꝛidge to bee made with all poſſible: ſperde, of many Botes 
and Barkes, by the which he paſſed the riuer in the ſight of 
the Earle, and encamped himlelfe in his enimies quarter. 
When the Earle ſawe this, he remoued his campe to⸗ 
wards night nzerer to Moken, not being minded to fight, 
and ſtronglie foztefied his campe , To whom Dauila gaue 
- many alarmes that night , fearing leaſt they would ſteale 
awaie pꝛiuelie in the darke. The next moꝛning both armies 
ſtode aranged in arate of battaile, and the Trumpets called 
to the encounter. Then Sanchio to leſe no time, cauſed a 
certaine number of harquebuziers, with 100. pikes, in the 
manner ot an elquadꝛon, tu back them, foꝛ to aſſaile the eni⸗ 
mies their trenches:al the reſt of the armie ſtanding to lok 
what the enimie their hozſemen would doe , This eſquas 
dꝛon gaue in luſtelie on the enimie, who alſo receined — 
totragiouſſie, but were at che length bꝛoken, and their tren⸗ 
ches wonne vpon them: many of the Carles ſotemen, erx⸗ 
ing out, monie, monie, and refuſing to fight fo2lacke of pay, 
Dae being rather chafed than affrighted with this 
vnloked fo2 and ſodaine flight,and trecherie of his fofmen, 
couragionllie charged the enimie (whom this god happe at 
the beginning had made hot) with his hoꝛſemen, who alſo 
after many hadde ſolde their liues derelie, were in the end 
fozced to giue place to the fozce ef their enimie, and to ſaue 
themſelues by flight, 
But the th2& noble men, Chriſtopher, Lewes, and Hen- 
rie, refuſing to ſaue their liues with Game , honourablie 
ended their dates in the battaile . Mhen the Spaniardes 


toulde haue p2olecuted the god foztune of this battaple, 


they fell to mutenie fo2 their wages, and two thouſand of 
them foꝛſaking their Enſignes and Captaines, halſed to 
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 ceflaries,he-went into the Duchie of Luxenburg, (the which 
onelp pꝛouince continued in his obedience) there to expes 


r pe] 


Antwerpe, fo2 to extozt fromthe wettched'rittzens 35. m 
nethes pap foꝛ themſelues, and their fellowes, Aud alſo the 
kings flæte that lay in the Hauen, being affrighted with 
this frap, got them farther from the towne, wher they were 
ſodainly aſſailed by the Fliſtingers, and all either taken oz 
ſunke. So that the Spaniards hadde not a ſhippe of ſeruice 
left them in the low countries, and in that pzedicament dog 
contirme euen to this dag.

withdꝛew himſelke out of Wꝛabant, and foztunately tho⸗ 


rough the practiſe of the Comte Barlemont, and his valiant 
ſonnes, (who almoſt onely of the nobilitie fauoured him) 
ſuppꝛiſed the Caſtell of Namur, a place of great conſequece 


foꝛ the recept of fozraine foꝛces and entrance into Bꝛabant. 


After he had furniſhed this towne and caſtell with all nes 


men aud monep, from the Ring (who ſtill fauoured him) and 
alſo other aides. The Comte Barlemont leuied a regiment. 
fo: him in Loraine, and the Comte Mondraquert an other 
in Luxemboutę, alſo ir. companies were ſent him out al 


the Countie ol Bourgogne, and Charles Manfelt ſonne to 


Peter Comte Manl felt, and gouernour of 46

other, were returned: that he badde now about 16000, 
fotemen,and 2000,hozſemen-.. With the which power he 


marched towardes Namur, fo2 to make head againſt the 
great armie of the States, that lay not farre from Namur, 


winning, waſting and harrping all euen to the gates of the 
towne. And it was Don Johns god happe to enter into 
Namur with 78. men, the verie ſame night that the armie 
of the States (whether becauſe their chiefe Captaines 
were retpzed to Bruxelles, oz by reaſon of the colde wea⸗ 


maunded their pays , 02 fo2 all thꝛæ cauſes) began to re⸗ 
mone their Campe, to truſle vp their baggage : to retire 


their artillerie, and to doe other ſuch things, as in watres - 


dos giue-ſuſpitionof feare. Don Iohn meruailing theres 
at, iſſued out of the towne with the P2ince of Parma, and 


view the — the enimie, who came, as we told you 


befoze,enen to the gates ot the Towne and all the went 


vp vpon a little hill, from whence they might well diſs 


terne all that paſſed , and then returning into the fowne, 


ſent fo; the Maire, and the counſaile of the towne , fo2 to 
conſult what was beſt to be done. In the ende it was 
determined, that the Colonell of the companies of Bour- 


gate with one thouſand Harquebuziers of his Regiment, 
und the Counte Reux, with as many at an other, foꝛ to 
ckirmiſh with the enimies on two ſides, not onely to the

'._ - - When Don lohn vmderſtode this, he cauſed the men of 
armes that were there abouts, to be aſſembled, and at the 
bꝛeake of dape he found there eight Coꝛonets of ho2lemen, 
Italians and Spaniards together, with whome Don John 
illued out of the towne , with intent one!y to take a view 
ok his cnimies,02 to giue them ſome flirmifh; as thephad 
done the day befoze . The enimie that ſaw him come with 
30S this troupe of ſire hũdꝛeth men, ſtaped, althougb they wers 
in march, and ſhewed them their faces, they aranged theyz 
troupes, and — 4 a gad part of their beſt ſouldiours, who 
were Frenchmen, in an embuch betweene trees that grew 
1 there, Then afterward they did ſet the hoꝛſemen on the left 
hand ol their eſquadꝛon, and the front was all of Poſque⸗ 
tapꝛes, in ſuch ſoꝛt that the arriereward came to make the 
auantgard, and with it ioyned the battaile, becauſe that the 
auantgard hauing begun to march foʒ ward galantl p, could 
not come in god time. The Loꝛd of Gugny ſhewed great 
valoure and induſtrie, in ſetting in arrap ſuch an Armie 
within ſo ſhoꝛt a time, ſ&ing he dyd diſpoſe it ſo well, as 
though he had had long time to haue done it, and in ſuch 
ſoꝛt, as if it ſhould haue encountred with a great armie. 
Me compoſtd his rerrward, which was firſt to be charged, | 
teenloꝛced at wel withmoſquetaires,as with fix thouſand 
hozſe) of thꝛee companies of byaue 4 valiant French fote⸗ | 
men, and xrvii.companies of Walons:, who were two res | 
giments, the one gouerned by the Conte de Eghmont, and 
the other by the Conte de la March, ther wiſe called p Lo2d 
dt Lumay. He had in the battaile xiii companies ol Engliſh 


| 1 Stottes, and two other ee of ne 
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the Colonels,of whom were the Counte de Boſſu, and the 
Logdof Champagnie. In the auantgard ware the regiments 
of the Loꝛd Montignie, and the Loꝛd de Heze, both which 
regiments were cither of them of ten oꝛ twelue companies, 
and euerie companie had 150.men, They had alſo beſides 
many other Gentlemen that ſerued on their owne char⸗ 
ges, in hope of aduancement. The kings campe ſeing this 
god diligence,enfertained them it ill by little and little, ma⸗ 
king a ſtand, as they that had neither fozces, noꝛ intent to 
jopne in battaile with their enumes , vntill och time as a 
Captaine of a companie of Italian hoꝛſemen, called Mutio; 
aduanced himſelfe a little ſoꝛward with his companie, ber⸗ 
ing followed of ſome few ſouldiers, and ſo betwene the one 
and the other, there beganne a khirmiſh, when the kings 
men had ſo valiantlie charged, and ventured ſo farre, that it 
ſeemed ver ie hard and dangerous fo2 them to returne backe 
and to retire, by reaſon that the Frenchmen and the moſs 
quetaires ſhewed by their firſt furie great reliſtaunte, and 
gaue an honourable charge on the Spaniards, but with lit⸗ 
tle damage: the Pzince of Parnia ſeeing this, buckled down 
his helmet, and taking his ſheelde, made a ſhew as though 
hie would encounter them, hauing leftethe fotemen at a 
coꝛner of the hoꝛſemen, who were ſeauen hundꝛeth men, and 
nine Enſtgnes of the Oꝛdinaunces, euerie Eſigne of fiftie 
men of arms, and an hundzcth and fiftte archers, whom wer

The intent ol Don Tohn was nothing lefle than to fight, 
conſidering as wee haue tolde pon, the ſmall number that 
hee had, but her made ſemblance that hee would doe it; ſtap⸗ 
ing foꝛ mo of his people (foꝛ his whole armie faltowed) that 
her might retire ſafelie, But when the inte df Parma 
that was foꝛmoſt in the field with a valiant knight called 
the Lo2d of Billy, otherwiſe Colonel Robles, aduannced to 
encounter and charge his enimies, they fledde at the firſ}- 
reentounter Without anie reüſtance, and flping, they ouer⸗ 
rannte and deſaited the eſguadzon ok their owne fotemen, 
which were in the wate that they 2 paſſe, And in the 
| e | Hg ALLE 
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meane time the people of Don lohn being tome in, follow 


ed the hoꝛzſemen that fled, and perfeced the defait of tte eſ⸗ 
quadꝛon, and flue ill following the victozic , vntill they 
dꝛaue them into Giblou. Beſides thoſe that were Caine, 
there were taken pꝛiſoners about foure hundzed louldiours, 
and of the pꝛintipall Captaines aboue thirtie, among whom 
was the Loꝛd of Gugny, who was taken by the verie ſame 
ſouldiour, that at another time had taken him in the towne 
of Antwerpe They gaincd . Enſignes of fotemen, and 
many Coznets of hoꝛſemen, and all the monie that they had 
to paie the ſouldiours, god ſtoze of munition, and ſire peeces 
of artillerie . After this, Don lohn diuided his armie into 
two partes, and ſent the one vnder the conduct of Signeur 
de Flierges fo Bouinges, Whether the Frenchmen and cer⸗ 

taine Almanes were fied,+ he himſelf went with the other 
vnto Gib!ou;whether the nobleſt and beft of his enimies 
their armic were retired. Who conſidering the pꝛelent fu⸗ 
rie, and the (mall hope thatthey had of ſuccour,yelded them 
ſelues to the mercie of Don lohn, who choſe amongſt them 
twelue of the beſt to remaine pꝛiſoners, whome he ſent to 
the Caſtle of Namur,foz to exchange fo2 other if occaſion res 
quired, the reſt he (ent awaie with a ſticke in their hande, 
without anie weapon vnto the eſtates, and pet neuertheleſce 
amiablie receiued them that would turne to the kings ler⸗ 
nice. The Lozd Hierges did as nuuch to Bouinges, foꝛ after 
that the artillerie had made a bꝛech, thoſe within neuer ſtats 
ed aſſault, but vcelded the next date in the moꝛning, with the 
ſame conditions that they of Giblou did, : were vled in like 
ſozt, There were ſlaine ( ſaith Dinoth) in this tournep on the 
tates their fide 100%. and but ten men on the vigours 
part.

Hen the . of Parma had faken awaie 
YA the vſe of the riuer of Scheld from the Citie 
of Antwerp, by building ol abzidge ener the 


© of Holand and Zeland attempted to cut ont 

Couwenſtem dike, and to — the courſe of 
the river to Antwerpe that wate. To ths which intent the 
26, daie of Maie, the Ant werpians hauing ſent that euening 
twelue ſhips againlt the bꝛidge (hoping that though the vi⸗ 


olent fozce ut them, it might be bꝛoken ) did that night about 


th2& of the clocke ſend another ſleele againft Couwenſtemn 


the other ſide by the Yolanders , who late at anker under 


led the dike with about an hundzeth chips full of olde ſouts 
diours and ſuch a furious ſtoʒme of great ſhot, and ſo great 
a ſhowꝛe of (mall was fent out of thoſe ſhippts, vpen both 


bamnx loſt many of their fellowes , were faꝛted ta fozſake 


their wards, and to retire themſelues to ſafer plates. Jn the 


meaue tune the ſtates went a ſhoꝛe, landing their men, and 
hauing bzought with them ſadkrs full of earth, woll, à ether 
ſtuffe, did with incredible celeritie raiſe them vp ſo2tificatis 
ons, ſa that they were defenerd with a Rampire and trench 
as high as their neckes.

ger to defend themlelues on the plaine and open dike, but 


woas lane in the attempt, and his right hand cut off by the 
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Fations x E fo2 the ſpace of fire G together, with- 
in which time they had ſlaine many of the valianteſt Cap⸗ 
taines and ſouldiers on the kings ſide:fo they ſent ſo great 
force and ſtoꝛe of ſhot againſt the kings men, that they not 
onelic fare all their bulwarkes and fo2tifications, but alſo 
rent almoſt all their artilferie , and made them ok no vſe, 
Now when that the Spaniſh (ate was almoſt deſperate, 
and the Pꝛince ſtanding vp to the waſt in water, did deine 
his ſouldiotirs againſt the enimie with his \ wozd dꝛawen: 
a Dpa iar called Peter de Padilha, a ſouldier of the Tjerce 


ok Peter de Paz, taking courage againe, did with eight of 


his followes fir renue the charge on the States, but her 


enimie. In the meane time the kings men gathering toge⸗ 
ther their fo2ces,dyd verie reſolutelie with all their power 
allaple the munition that the Antwerpians had made, and 


bent their thꝛer perces ok artillerie( which onelie were lefte 
them whole) againſt it. When they firſt planted their bat⸗ 


terie, there was a verie thicke miſt, which by little and lit⸗ 
tle vaniſhed awaie, ſo that the Maiſter of the Oꝛdinaunce 


might ſe the enimies campe a farre of, and moꝛe certainlie 


leuell his peeces. The kings ſouldiours dyd twice aſſault 


this foꝛtification, and were twice repelled, but at the third 


aſſault, they fighting with irreſiſtable valour, wanne the 
trench, and due all that were within it, and the reft haſt- 


ing to their ſhippes, were err llaine, parte taken, and part 


dzowned. 

The valour of the Almanes did appeare ſingular in this 
fight, or whoſe pzowelle almoſt all men had now deſpaired. 
Whoſe that were in the ſhippes, dil daining to giue place, 
fought ſo long, that the tive lefte them, and laide their ſhips 
dꝛie, ſo that they could not get them from the Flats. By 
this meanes thze& and thirtie ſhips were taken a great num⸗ 
ber of men ſlaine, and mightie ſtoze of artillerie , and other 
warlike furniture taken There was found in the ſhippes

The kings men biiderffod by the pꝛiloners that two thou⸗ 
Cand of Antwerpians were ſlaine in fight, and many alſo | 
dꝛowned, and that among other ſhippes there was one fas 
ken, that carried the ſonnes of very rich Merchants; but all 
the men in her were llaine. Poꝛeouer, not a few of the Yo- 
landers r Zelanders were ſlaine, among whome are num⸗ 
bꝛed the Loꝛd of Haultan, the gouernour of Flißing, two 
Colonells of Scottes, and Engliſh, (buf t in trueth there 
was no Engliſh Colonel ſlaine there) xiiii.other Captains, 
and xxix. Gentlemen. On the kings ſide were found miſſing 
about 400, oꝛ as other repoꝛt 300, Italians and Spani⸗ 
ards: among whome were diuers renowmed Captaines 
t Colonells, who were moſt of them hurt and llaine from 
the Holand chippes . Foz whileſt the Antwerpians fought 
on the Dike a front the enimie: the Yolanders that kept 
themſelues in their ſhippes plagued with their artillerte, 
the ſides of their enimies. This fight endured from th2ee 
of the clocke in the mozning, vntill about two in the after⸗ 
none, and was fatall to Antwerpe, foz after that time no 
fozces were aſſembled , no; enterpꝛiſe pzactiſed to relieue

Foz (we are to much infertour, ſpectally becauſe it 
s likely that their nauie is paſſing wel furniſhed both with 
rowers and ſouldiours : foz ſæing that they haue taken 
th:e of our galleies, and io many of our ſhippes fo2 bur⸗ 
deine, x haue conquered all the ſea coaſt, they might if they 
wanted ought , repaire it caſely , and alſo dayely take into 


their nauie ſouldiours, out of their armie on the land. 


I you can paſſe over hence vnto Brindift (in Naples) 
Without daunger, (the which J doe leaue to be adiudged by 
theſe excellent men, and moſt (kilfull in Sea affaires) Y 
would thinke it very well ſo to doe, foz hereby at the eaſt, 


the Uenetians (whoſe affa'res no doubt, are adminiftred

Lhe Pauie being thus diſtributed, they calted e 
euerie man was carefull fo; his charge, the which, that it 
might bee the moꝛe exactlie done, the General had alſo ap- 
pointed a Captaine over euerie 20.gallies, who ſhuld dilp⸗ 
gentlie loke that this oꝛder were obſerned by them all. So 
they ſailed to Cefalonia where they receiued Letters from 
Paule Contarini the gouernour aok the Ille of Zante, that ſig⸗ 
niſied how the enimies flete was in the gulfe of Patras in 
ill caſe, and that foꝛtie veſſels were gone awaie vnder the 
gouernment of Oluzali towards Modone , noꝛ long after 
they received Letters from Famagoſta. Which things bee» 
ing knowen, our men were fall perſ waded that they ought 
to goe fozward and to aſſaile the enimie. 

But whether in the meane time were our enimies le, 
foꝛ when Ali their high Admirall was come to Lepanto, 
within the gulfe of Patras, the 28. of Septemberhe.cent Me 
hemet Bey, with thꝛe ſcoze galleyes to Aſpropitio, Citie 
within that gulfe, foꝛ to bꝛing thence vicualls, and ſpecial- 
lie ſouldiours, that he might be redie fo2 all events, And he 
had now diſpatched the matter,and being returned, hadde 


bꝛought beſides victualls and other neceſſaries 10000. Ja- 


nizares, 2000. common ſouldiours, and as many voluntarie. 
In the 1 time he had vnderſtede that our flerte was 
come from Corfu to Cefalenia, hut of the greatneſſe there 
ok, oꝛ what they meant to doe „be had yet learned no cer⸗ 
taintie,fo2 although that Caraxoza;being ſent to take view 
of our Pauie, had bzought wand backe, that her had dily⸗ 
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knowe by the p2iſoners, that theſe men are of the ſame Nas 


as though they did foze-ſ their miſtoꝛtune, all in the flets 
were afraide. Mherefoꝛe Ak, albeit he was fullie refolued 


to fight, yet fo2 that cauſe and reaſon he thought god to cons 


ſult with the pzincipall men that he had with him, what 
was to be done herein , befo2e that he did put theſe newe 
aides and ſuppl ie into his gallies. Wherevpon hauing cal⸗ 
ied together all the chiefe men of marke and authoꝛ itie, and 
the molt l kilfull in martiall matters, he gaue euerie man 
large leaue freelie fo vtfer what they thought. They ſafe 
long in counſaile, foꝛ many to gratifie Ali, whom they knew 
was reſolued to fight, aſfirmed that foꝛtune was to be tri⸗ 
ed: neither on the contrar ie part were there few that ſub⸗ 
ſcribed vnto Portau Baſla , the Generall of the ſouldiours, 
who held it ſtiflie that they ought in no caſe to fight, Thus 
when dinerſe opinions were ſpoken by diuerſe men, Haſ- 
fan Baſſan, the ſonne of Barbaroſla, ſomettme king of Ar- 
gier, hauing craued licenſe to ſpeake , and laping his hande 
vpon his bꝛeaſt, accoꝛding to the vſage of that Nation,ſpake 

Moſt excellent and mightie aboue all other, beloued and 
Aduanced by the maieſfie of our molt inuincible Emperoꝛ, 
vnto the higheſt degree of gloꝛie, men moſt deſirons to doe 
ſeruice vnto the immeſurable gloꝛie of our Emperoꝛ, which 
is the ſhadowe and ſpirite of the liuing God fo2 euer and 
euer. Zheſe Jdolaters are in dinine matters wozſe than 


beaſtes, and enimies of the true ſonne of God. Therefoze 
Z woulde not haue you doubt whether their Nauie ought 


to be aſſailed and taken , Foꝛ beſides thoſe ſignes that mas 
ny befoꝛe mee haue wiſelie rehearſed, wee may certainlie 


tion, and gathered together alter the lame oꝛder, that they 
were that thirtie yeeres agoe, beeing ioyned together w a 
great number of Galleyes,in theſe verie ſame ſeas, were 


 btoken by Hariadin Barbarc ſſi my Father, with fo greate

Gallies of diuerſe Pꝛinces come together, not foz to expoſe 
themſelues to anie perill fo2 their common defence, but that 


they may ſerme to haue a great Nauie. They be blaſphe⸗ 


met together here in armes to this onelie end that we map 


doe our onelie Cmperoz,alwates inuincible Peine, ſtruice 
in fight, And ſceing y al our men haue aſſembled to this end, 
they will with one minde obey your valiant aduiſes, and 


chieflic becauſe they doe know that pe are the lieuetenants 


of our Emperoꝛ himſelfe, à therfoꝛe fighting as it beſeemeth 


valiant and well appointed men, will carrie awaie allured 


victozie. And this we may the moze lightty hope, becauſe we 
haue 280, veſſells well furniſhed,of whom 200,are common 


Gallies, and fiftie mall Gallies, aii of them paſſing well 
armed: to the augmentation ot whoſe power 8 ſtrength yet 
moe, and to the farther encouragement of our moſt valiant. 


inen, ir that ye do diſtribute put into the gallies 5 14000, 


men, p came verie latelie, x allo thoſe of the Levant that are 
in the 20.foiſts, we ſhal reſt aſſured of the vicoꝛie, although 


we doe grant that our enmnes are valiant men.

well experimented in ſea affaires,and many other beſides, 
But Mehemet Bey the wanzach of Nigreponto, who ſom⸗ 


ime had gouerned Barbatie, going about to extinguiſh this

hot fire of Haſlan Baſla,ſpake to this ſenſe, 


40 doe thinke and iudge molt tins "__ that te 
woꝛdes Haſſan Baſſa hath ſpoken, are ſignes and tokens 
. of a verie valiant man, and namelte of him, that deũreth in 
all things to obey our moſt inuincible Loꝛde and king of 
kings, who dzaweth his \ wozd with the arme of God, and 
liueth fo2 euer and euer, yet notwithſtanding ſ&ing it fo 
pleaſeth you, the Baſlacs your erce'lencies, who next after

J will alſo ſpeake what A doe thinke: doubtlelle it is 
likelie p our enimies would not haue come in this far, vn⸗ 
lefſe they had befoze diligentlie learned out our ſtrength x 
foꝛces, whereloꝛe it muſt needes be, that they haue a power 
At the leaſt equall to ours, oz elſe greater: becauſe that os 
ther wiſe they would neuer haue come thus karre.

compare this flete with that which our men in foꝛiner 
pres did put to flight at Preueſa - Fo2 this league of the 
Chziltian Pzinces againft vs is another manner of thing, 
than 9 which was made thirtie y&res agoe,the pzeparation 
other, the ſkil in warfare other, ſo that ther is no pꝛopoꝛtion 
betweene them. In that flete were many and diuerſe Ge⸗ 
neralls, but little wiſedome, and that was the cauſe that 
they fled: Jn this Naute is Iohn of Auſtria, the ſonne of 
the Emperour Charles the fift,and the bꝛother of Philip the 
king of Spaine, g verie valiant man, and one excited — his 
Fathers glozie, and inuited by the ſupꝛeame degree of hos 
nour, that he hath obtained in this league thꝛough his bꝛo⸗ 
ther, z linallie, one beloued and reuerenced of all the whole 
Nauie, the Captaines, and Souldiours with one c common 
tonſent. And therefoze without all doubt he will gine vs 
battaile, neither without hope of victozie, 

Mozeouer,the Uenetians,becauſe they haue been ſo derp⸗ 
lie endamaged by vs, can (being almoſt mad foz anger) ſerke 
nothing elſe but reuenge: that is to wit, becauſe we haue 
flaine ſo many of their people: whom to be all verie valiant 
men, we haue learned by y great lofſe of many of ourmen:x 
5 certes we wil the moꝛe eaſilic beleue,tf we do cal to mind 
how the ſame Uenetians went about the laſt verre to giue 
vs battaile, although they had not then entered into league 
with theſe other Pries.

the enimie: & ſo much er moꝛe in truth, becauſe that many 
of their perces woulde not goe off, by reaſon (as it was af; 
terwardes found) that our men had ſhot their Gunſtones 
into them: and againe, thoſe that woulde goe off, could lit⸗ 
tle endomage our men, becauſe the deckes of our enimies 
Gallies were ſo much binder than aurs, that although 
they did leuell their preces a little down ward, pet the ſhot 
dyd alwayes flie oner our Gallpes. But notwithſtanding 
theſe incommodities , they lyke men in a rage, rowed in 
till, and ioyned with our men, at which time there arole a 
mightie tempeſt of arrowes and {mal ſhot, and all the whole 
ſea ſœmed to burne , by reaſon of ſo many artefictall fires 
calt on the one fide and the other by digerſe engines. And 
now in ſome places, foure Gallies encountered with the, 
and ſire with foure, and in other alſo ſtre with one, and 
one leaping into the other Gallies, made a great laughter 
with {wo2ds,daggers, kniues, battleaxes, arowes, wild fire, 
and other ſhozt weapons: and alſo when many woulde fog 
diuerſe cauſes retire themſelues,they were hurledhead long 
info the Sea, the which was thereby now become as redds 
as bloud. 
In the meane timer Seroch had in the right wing of 
the enimuo. felte the fo2ce of pur valpant men of the lefte 
wing, and ſawe that her coulde not effect that which her 
hadde thought to haue done, beranſe he beheld his Gals 
lepes ta lie bꝛoken, their Salle pardes, and Paſts fallen 
downe, and aber things. cariod dy into the arne by the thot 
of our great Dꝛdenaun re 
Mheretoze he endeauonred to bis vtte rmoſt 500 kepe 
bis men in their duetie hut pet foz all that euer he coulde 
doe, 
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dos, many vor his calliess af length coneting to etupe ouł o 
fo great a laughter and garvoile, and ta ſaue themſelues 
ranne headlong foꝛ halt on the ſhoꝛe:after which miſcha 
moll leaped into the Sea, that they might eſcape into 
maine by \wimming,but many being wounded, and manp 
bnſkilfall of l wimming, oꝛ elſe hindered and impeached b 
fomo other meanes, ſtaped ſtill becanſe they had ſome hope 
in the clemencie of the Chꝛiſtians, that they would ſaue 
their lies At the which place this olde manner of the 
tion of the Turks, which is now plainly become a cuſtome, 
is woꝛthie of noting. Foz at the beginning of an encounter 
they dos ſhew ſingular fiercenelſe , with a moſt vehement 
kerle: but a little while after,when they doe pefceue p they 


to flight. And cerkes, at this time they could not hope fo 
helpe of their inſinit number of fofemen and hozſemen, 
they are wont in battailes by land. Mherefoꝛe when they 
could not withſtand the valour of the Chꝛiſtians, who ha⸗ 
ning entred their gallies, flew all they founde, they with 
choꝛt time foꝛſoke their Galliss, and ranne away: 14 
which time the Chꝛiſtians that had bene befoze pz id 
in the Turkiſh Galltes ,'percetuitg that now they! were 


coins into the hands of our men, taking the Turkes their 
owne weapons, bꝛake of their chaines and manackles, a 
bDaliantly reuenged the trueltie of the tyꝛannie which ther 


had ſuffered vn till that inffant, Marke Quirini and Antony 
Canal, who were in this ſame wing, but in an other — 
made out, but vet they could not ſo ſone ſhuf in this wing 
of thenimies, but that they had ficlt all leaped into the len.

And againe with Don lohn 
were foure hundzed choſen; harquebuzicrs of Sardinia, buys 
der the conduct of Lopes de Figheroa campe maiſter, ano 
many other Gentlemen and valiant men beſides; p fonght- 
with great pꝛoweſſe. Colonna plied wilh uught and pains 
to laie a bod the Galley that encountered him, and wag 
vehementlis ſtirred vn thereto, becauſe he lawe a mightie 
laughter of his enim ies committed by his fellowes befo2e 
his face. Neither "did alc Veneiro leſſe execute the dutie of

therein, and a wonderfull number of cries were heard of 1-00 
the wounded and ſwimming men, as well of the one ſide 
as the other, calling fo2 helpe: pea, and oftentimes our men 
and the enimies would at one time take holde of one piece 
of wode, ſeeking thereby to ſane themſelues, with ſuch chzi⸗ 
king, roaring, and pittikull cries euerie where, as woulde +: 
haue amazed a man, and all rhefe thinges ſeemed to bee fo — 
much the greater and moꝛe pittifull, as the aire waxed | 
darker by the appꝛoch of night. L 
After that the Fleete of Oluzali was now come into | 
pur mens handes, they fell to getting and gathering toge⸗ 
ther ok the p2ile and pillage: and therein they ſpent that 
little of the date that was lefte, and at evening went mers 
rilie with the Ottomanicall ſpoiles into certuine Pauens 
called Petalici. 

And this was the ſucceſſe of this battaile by ca, which 
doubtleſſe was very great:fo2 ſince Auguſtus his tune, ther 
was not ſo great a battaile fought by Dea. And this victozie 
of ours ought to be eſteemed the moꝛe woꝛthie of admiras 
tion, becaule it befell vnto vs niere to that place where Au 
guſtus Cæſar did long befoꝛe diſcomfite Marke Antonie af E 
the fozeland of Actium, where now Preue ſa is. Neither doth 
it allo leſſe make foꝛ the augmentation of the renowme of 
this famous victoꝛie, that although they fought but onelie 
foure houres, yet they trode fo peces the head of that great 
Serpent of the Cafl, and bzake the ſtrength of pe 
moſt mightie tpꝛant. | 
The firſt houre of the night me all our whole il 
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was bzought into the Þaventh20ugh the fngular induffrie 


of our Captaines, there ſoda 
lo great a tempeſt, that the 


lie aroſe ſo great a wind, and 
bitants ol that place did af 


firme, that they neuer in all thair lines felte the like. But 


our men tying ther ſafel ie, wer ſo careful fo2 the healing cf 
the ſicke and wounded, that the e did take them 
into their owne cabines. 
Now to grow to an end, ſingular was tbe wiſedome and 
dilicencs of our thꝛe high Admiralls, Don Iohn de Auſtria, 


Marke Antonie de Colonna|, and Sebaſtiano Venieri, in 


learning out the ſtate and intent ofthe enimie, and allo their 
induſtrie in ſage conlulting and diſcrete appointing what 
Gould be done: and then again, no leſſe pzaiſe wozthie was 
the derteritie and readineſle of the reſt of the Captaines in 
the exetutiõ. And in perticular,the Parques de Santa Cxuz, 


that lead the battaile of ſuctour, ſhewed rare pꝛudente in 


ſending ok ſuccour with ſingular ped vnto thoſe that were 
oppꝛeſſed by the enimie: and finallie, wonderkull was the 
valour of the common @ouldiours in the action and fight. 
And to conclude , all that were there pꝛelent at this bats 
taile,and fought foz the name of Chꝛiſt their ſauiour, if they 
be aline, may glozie that they were pertakers cf this ſa 
great a victoꝛie: but if they loft their liues there, they doe 
iniop the reſt of the bleſled, and hauing exchanged this moꝛ⸗ 
tall life foꝛ immoꝛtall, doe poſſeſſe the true fruite of the vic⸗ 
toꝛie: the Which may bee a great comfozt to their parents 
and kinſfolke, Foz ſering that we doe knowe that no man 
can be hoꝛne immoꝛtall of moꝛtall parents, the onelie waie 
to obtaine immoꝛtall lie is to get gloꝛie and pzaite by vers 
tue and valour , The number of thoſe that were llaine on 
our part, as farre as could bee underſtod, were 76 56. they

holie daigfozthe ſpace of thz& 
daies, chewing ſundzte ſignes of reioyting, and making god 
chere . Neither did they in the meane time. omit anie of 
thoſe things that might make fo2 the reparation of they; 

Fo2 
the which cauſe when they had tarried in thoſe Hauens, vn⸗ 
till the fiffeenth of October: pet by reaſon of the aduerſe ſea⸗ 
ſon of Winter at hand, and becauſe many. of their woun⸗ 
ded men did dailie dzop awaie by death, they thought god 
to depart from thence, Foz Don Iohn,becauſe her thought

this Barbarie) and numelie of thoſe that did inhabite in the 
kingdome of Sus. Yeereby it tame to pale that within ſhozt 
time he had crotten about a thouſand hozſemen to bee as it 
were his clients, vaſſalls, oz reteiners at command: that 3 
may paſſe ouer in ſilence a great number of leruantes and 
oꝛdinarie waiters, that tilt attended on him with hoꝛſe and 
armour. Thꝛough the helpe of theſe men and many other 
that did akterward ioyne with him, he toke certain Cities 
of that kingdome, and made them fubicc vnto him. But in 
all iourneies he carried about with him his ſonne Muley 
Mahamet Neque, that the peopte ſuhdued might be\ſ wone. 
vnto him, aud pʒemiſe to doe all thole things that faithful 
ſubie ces doe die do pero ame vnto their Punces. Aud in 
derd both the Father and the lonne did fo ſtirre them abont 
their buſinefTe;that within ſhozt time they had gotten them 
that power and ſtrength, that they toke by fozce Turodant, 
the head Citie of the kingdame of Sus, and there the ſonne 
Xeque was conſtituted king of that Countrie .

" When Muley Nahamet had reigned many peeres after 
in palling great quletnefte and peace:and was alſo deſirous 
that his ſonnes might eniop peacebly the kingdomes thaf 
he had goften : being now growen in age, and loaden with 
vyecres,he aſſembled the pꝛintes, noble men and governors 
of the pzoninces,ſubtect vnto him, that thoꝛough their coun⸗ 
ſaile, he might the moꝛe maturely and wiſely (ct an oꝛder, 
fo: 2 the ſucceſlſion of his ſonnes. But although he had a great 
number ok them, as well lawfull as baſtards, yet we will 
ſpeake in this place onel of them, which were cauſe of trou⸗ 
bles and ſtirres in this kingdome, who were in number 
koure. Df whonie theldelt,bozne in lawkull wedlocke, was 
called Muley Abdallas, the ſecond and poungeſt ot the laws 
folly begotten, were called Muley Abdelmunen, and Mu- 
ley Abdelmelec : the peungeſt of all was a baſtard, called 
Muley Hamet who doth at this day poſleſle the kingdome, 
But when the pres of the kingdome were cone together 
at the citie of Marocco (the Kings ſeate) and the King hed 
pꝛopoſed the matter vnto the Parliament: if was inacted 
by common conſent, that the kings ſonnes ſhould one luc⸗ 
terde an other, accoꝛding to their age, ſo that the right of the 
kingdome might come vnto them all, and thereby all cauſe 
ok ſtrike and contention among them, might be taken awap. 
This decree made by the pꝛinces, did the King like and a⸗ 
low, and commaunded that it being confirmed by his ancs 
toꝛitie, ſhould be kept inuiolable by all their poſteritie: and 
w2ought ſo much, that the Pꝛinces and pꝛincipall men of 
the kingdome did [ weare, to doe their beſt, that it might re⸗ 
maine ſtable and firme fo2 euer. But not onely the Peres, 
but alſo the kings ſonnes did take that othe: foꝛ there was 
no man that gaineſaied this law, oꝛ was of any other minde 
and opinion. NUherevpon Muley Abdallas (betauſe he was 
the kings eldeſt lonne) was immediatly alter nominated 
in the campe inte and heire or all his Fathers kinge⸗ 
domes, and all men were (wozne vnto him.

come. Mithin kew dates after, when Muley Mahomet X. 
eque flouriſhed in great peace, there happened a tumult in 
the pꝛouince of Sus, which foꝛced him foꝛ to leauie an atmie | 
foz to repꝛeſſe the inſolent. Yauing gotte together all things 
neteſſarie therefoꝛe, he departed out of Marocco with manx 
hoꝛſemen, fotmen, and har quebuziers, and marched towards 
Sus. Now a few dates befoze, 500 Turkes had ceme to him 
frome Premiſlen, with their Captaine ( whom they do call in 
their language Alcaida ) who counterfaited that they had 
runne awate out of the gariſon of Tremiſſen, but in yerie | 
truth, they did it, that they might diſpatch out of the waie 
(the which they did indeede) the king of Marocco, Foꝛ when | 
they came to Marocco, the king that thought they had cme 
to ſerue him, cauled them pꝛeſentlie to be put in wages/4 to | 
follow him to the wars in Sus. Do they went fozth with the 
king,marching with him a long iournep towards Sus, but 
when they were come to p confines of thoſe two kingdomes, [| 
they haften their purpoſe of murthering the king, Mhere⸗ 
foze about a 15. oz 20. of the moſt audacious 4 delperatett | 
fellowes, faining as though they had J know not what to 
moue the king of, entered his pauillicon,+finding him fit fo:

But when the Pwzes did alſo aſſaile them 
there, and the Turkes perteiued that they laboured in vain 
fo ſaue themſelues and namelie, ſeeing now their victualls 
began to faile them: they ſet fire to ſeuen barrells of Gun- 
pouder,that they had (et round about them, choſing rather to 
deſtroie themſelues by furious fire , than to come into the 
hands of the Pwzes their enimies. 

But the kings armie was alſo conſtrained to returne to 
| Marocco, where the Pzince Muley Abdallas(althongh that 


he was then in the Citie of Fes) was agayne pꝛoclaimcs 


king. But he, as ſone as he heard of his Fathers death, 
vent foꝛth of o es and when he bare him as king, there was 
none of the pꝛouinces 5ᷣ did not willinglie and gladly receiue 
bim. Wherevpon within few dapes akter, he gathered a 


mightie armie ot many Nations (who offered him their (ers 


uice) with the which her marching to Marocco, was retei⸗ 
ued of the Citizens with ſurpaſſing iop, honour, and gratu⸗ 
lation. Foz whileſt his Father was yet living, he had per⸗ 
ceiued the ſingular fauour and god will of his lubieas, and 
found it alſo after his death: becauſe as long as he liued, he 
ſought foꝛ nothing elſe but golden peace, and the quictneſſe 
of his ſubiects, and to kepe them happie and bleſſed, without 
anic harme. Wherebp he gathered together ſo great riches 
and treaſure, as ſcarce anie king that euer lined befoze him 
had gotten. So Abdallas raigned alone certaine pœres, and 
nept his Court by turnes, one pere at Feſſe, and two at Ma- 
rocco, vntill ſuch time as he made an heire apparant, and 
inſdtituted a ſucceſſo2, 

After Abdallas had raigned long time in ſingular quiet⸗ 
nelle, and had alone vſed exerciſed the ſupꝛeame rule g go⸗ 
uernment, he determined with himſelf to abꝛogate & diſanul 
the law, p his Father wich the peres of the kingdome had 
made, foꝛ the ſucceſſion in the crowne: which ſhould in 02der 
till deſcend al waies to p elder bꝛother liuing. And although 


that Abdallas did pʒiuelie t ſecretlie pꝛadiſe it, with thoſe in 
whom he en e truſt, yet notwithſtanding the

ſelues by flying out of the Countrie , hee diſembling his

was his eldeſt, andalſo foz other cauſes, he ratheſt made 
choice of him to be his ſucceſour,UWherfoze as ſone as he 
came to Fes,he aſſembling the States, bꝛought the matter 
to that paſſe, that they gaue their allegeance to his ſonne, 
x [ware to be true liegemen vnto him, rather conſtrained by 
feare, than bzonght to it by lone and god will towards the 
Pꝛinte, oꝛ fo2 ante right that he could pꝛetend to the king⸗ 
dome. After he had diſpatched theſe matters, and ſeeing j al 
things had ſucceeded as he did wiſh:then, that he, who was 
now almoſt bꝛoken with age, might paſle the reſt of his life 
in quiet idleneſſe,he returned with his armie to Marocco, 
teauing his lonne in the Citie of Fes foz to gouerne that 
Pꝛouince. 
Things ſtanding in this ſtate in Barbarie, p two bꝛothers 
got then to Argier, foz to eſcape and auoide the furie of their 
brother Muley Abdallas , and the younger of them, Muley 
Abdelmelec went to Conſtantinople. Where he did ſerue 
ſo well both by lea and by land, that ſoz his noble courage of 
heart, and paſſing ſtrength ol bodte, he allured many men to 
his loue,+ thꝛough his valiant ads and vicoꝛies gotten of 
his enimies he wan the fame of a great name, not onelie a⸗ 
mong the people, but alſo with the P21ace of the Turkes 
himſelfe. The which thing got him not onlie ſingular fauoꝛ, 
# honoꝛ full of god will, but alſo gained him innneaſurable 
riches . That J may omit with what 4 how great pꝛomiſes 
the Empero2 of d Turkes loded him in how great hope he 
did put him, that he wold reduce him into his laͤthers king⸗ 
. ok the which he had hen dꝛiuen byhis bꝛothers in⸗ 
iurie. But Mule y Abdelmunen that abode at Argier, was ſo 
ſunple witted, that by the perl waſiõ et his bꝛother Abdallas 
he returned again to Tremiſſen, whether Muley Mahamet 
ſet thꝛe᷑ tut thꝛote villains foꝛ to diſpatch hum out of © way,

uour and credit, then euer he hay befoꝛe. About the ſame 
time, Muley Abdallas fell ſick, and dyed within thꝛer daies 
after, in the Citie of Marocco. Mis death was concealed e 
kept cloſe thx dayes , not onely that in the meane time 


Mulcy Mahamet (who was then in the citie of Fes,) might 


be certified of the deteale of his father, & but alſo lealt that 
this vncles had knowen of the death of their bꝛother Ab- 
dallas befoze him) they would make themſelues ÞP2inces of 
the citie of Marocco, in the poſſeſſion whereof, the ſtate of 
the kingdome conſiſted.

in keates of armes. With theſe he marched to Tremiſſen, 
taking vp by the waye ſo many hozſemen of the Alarbes, 
as he could get, and gather together, UUhen he came fo Tre- 
miſſen, he was very honoꝛably reteaued, and there ſtaped 
ſire dayes foz to make pꝛouiſion of all things neceſſarie foz 
the warres,and he with his pounger bꝛother Hamet, whom 
he found there, levied twelue thouſand ſpeares, and fotre 
hundꝛeth Parquebufſters on hoꝛſebacke, and toke with him 


ont of Lremiſlen, twelue field pieces, with vicualls, and 


all other munition. Being furniſhed with theſe fozces.he 
marched to take the Citie of Fes. But although Muley 
Mahamet, (who was that time at Marocce) was certified 
of the enterp2iſe of his vnkle , yet he did ſo'contemne him, 
and did ſo deſpiſe his fozces in compariſon of his owne, 
that he toke no regard thereof, vntill he ſaw that the mat⸗ 
ter was come ta god earneſt in deede , and that he vnder⸗ 
ſtode that Abdelmelec hadde now aſſembled his foꝛces at 
Tremiſlen. And then he leuying men in halt, and in a hur⸗ 
lie, without choiſe, encamped a league oꝛ two miles from 
Marocco, and tommaunded all the ſubiecs of his kingdoms 
to repaire vnto him, ſpꝛedding a rumoꝛ that he would aſ⸗ 
ſaile the Chꝛiſtians ot Tangar, that by this allurement they 
might take armes mo2e cheerefully, becau ſe the Moores doe 
deſire no warres moze, than thole that are kept againſt the 
Chꝛiſtians. 

Thele fozces being made readie , and farniſhed pi 
are 
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eat Artillerie „he commaunded them to HY towards 
Feſſe, and becauſe the greateſt part of his power had ioy- 
ned with him in his tourney , as ſone as he came to Feſſe, 
he muſtered his armie, which then tonſiſted of foure ſcoꝛe 
thouſande hoꝛſemen with ſpeare and ſhield, thirtene thou⸗ 
ſand fofemen, harquebuziers, and foure thouſand harque- 
buziers on hozſeback, with ſire and thirtie field peces|, At 
the ſame moment that Mahamet did ſet foꝛth with his ar⸗ 
mie againſt Abdelmelec, there came vnto him a noble man 
Amballadour from Sebaſtian the King of Portugall, — 
pꝛomiſed him in his maſters Paieſties name, aide againſt 
the Turkes, and his Unkle. But Mahamet being made 
moꝛe pꝛoude fo2 that he ſaw ſo great an armie and ſo ſtrong 
vnder his commaund, contemned the benefit of the king £ of 
Portugall. Wherefoze as ſone as he vnderſtode that his 
vnkle Was departed from Tremiſſen, he marched againſt 
him with that heate, that theyz Armies mette betwene 
Feſſe, and Tremillen the ſeuententh of March , in An. 
1576. 
The Vattaile was begonne about cnening , and the 
farious tempett continued ſo long, vntill that Mahamets 
armie being wearied both in heart and bodie, turned their 
backes , The fault of that flight was aſcribed to one Du- 
gall, who being Capfaine of the Andalouſians, reuolted 
from NMahamet to Abdelmelec, with two thouſande berie 
choice harquebuziers , The which when Mahamet hadde 
-perceaned (who as ſone as the Battailes hadde iopned, 
withdꝛew him elle a mile off pꝛouiding foꝛ one, and ſtan⸗ 
ding vppon a Wagon,did beholde the fight a farre off)-and | 
was afrapde leaſt the reſt of the Captaines following thaf 
example, would alfo take part with his enimie: he im⸗ 
mediatlie ſtole out of his Tent , and with fiue hundzeth 
hoꝛſemen, poſted a pace fo Margcoo „leauing his Soildi⸗ 
ours to the furie or the enimie, and all his Trealures and 
riches to the ſpoile. 
Do Abdelmelec got the victozic without much l weate 


92 bloud, on either E and doubtleiſe Mahamet, "han 
aue 
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bade eaſilie e and trol Abdelmelec bis power 
with the tenth part of his armie, But Abdelmelec JR 
obtained ſo famous a vico2ie,ſent a god great troupe foz to 
purſue and take Mahamet; but he himſelfe bceing receiued 
with great toy of the Feſlans, was pꝛoclaimed king by them, 
and the reſt of the Cities and Townes of that kingdome. 
And becauſe he hauing caught an ague was nof well in 
health, he determined fo reſt a litle while in p Citie of Fes, x 
there diſmiſſed the Turkiſh fozces which came with him 
vnder the leading of Rabadan Baſſa, to the king of Argier. 
Fon that Balla had no moꝛe in his commiſſion but to accom- 
panie Abdelmelec to Feſſe, and to put him in poſſcffton of 
that kingdome. So-Abdelmelec diſmiſſed all his Turkes, 
except a few that hid theinſelties when their fellowes went 
a waie, that they might gratific the new king, and become 
phis ſubiects:who. were in number 1500. verie valiant and 
ſtont men. 
But that we may returne to Muley Mihamet: as (one 
as he came to Marocco he repatred his power, he leuied lol⸗ 
diours in all parts of the kingdome, he opening his Cofers 
monped the Captaines, rewarded the ſouldiours, and went 
about moe diligentlie to winne all mennes god will with 
giktes, than euer he had done in his life befoꝛe, hauing res 
gard and reſpect of this onelle, that he might waſh out with 
fome notable victoꝛie, the ſhamefull blot that his vnkle had 
ginen him, and to make amends therefoze, Do by this care⸗ 
fulneſſe and diligence, he got together ten thouſand harque⸗ 
buziers ſotemen, and a thouſand on hozſebacke, but freſh 
wafer ſouldiours, and beſides them thirtie thouſand hozſe⸗ 
men with ſpeare and ſheelde. The which ſoꝛces, with foure 
and twentte field perces, he bꝛought into the feld, and pꝛoui⸗ 
ded ſo much vicuals as was nerdkull foꝛ that iournep. But 
it happened that allo at this ſecond muſter the king of Por- 
tugal ſent againe an Ambaſſado2 vnto him, with Letters, | 
againe offred him aide againſt Abdelmelec his vnkle, But 
he made the verie ſame anſWwere to the ſecond Ambaſſadoz

thouſand harquebuziers, after the departure of the Turkes, 

(whereof we tolde you befoze)be lead fozth his armie with

Mahamet was in the ſteld with a mightie armie , And be⸗ 
cauſe he began to be now a little better, he being carried in 

an hoꝛſe litter marched towards Marocco with ſixe thouſand

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The victonrs in this Jai bartaile f ane abore fire thaw 
ſand, But Abdelmelec ſent his bzother Hamet foz to purs 
ſue Mahamet with certaine light hoꝛſemen, but hee him⸗ 
ſelfe after he hadde ſtayed a while foz the burping of the 
dead, marched towarde Marocco with bis whole ar⸗ 
mie. 4 
Mahamet ſeking ſafetie by flight, came to Marocco, 
not without the greate infamie of his men, followed by a 
fire o2 eight ſpeares,and then going into the plaine,he twke 
out as much treaſure as could bee commodiouſlie carried as 
waie, and laide it on fine Pules,+ ſtaying in the Citie not 
abone two houres, vetoke him againe to flight, haſting to 
eſcape his vnklcs troupes that were not farre off. Being 
tus departed out of the © Citie with a few hoꝛſe men, he has 
ſted a fling on the ſpurre towards Mount Atlas (now Cla- 
rio) which being ſire leagues from Marocco, is the ſandua⸗ 
rie and refuge of pꝛoſcribed and baniſhed men and theeues, 
But leaning Mahamet in the monntaincs of Clario, let vs 


returne vnto Abdelmelec. He as ſone as he had gathered to- 


gether the ſpoiles of the vanquiſhed enimies, marched with 
all his armie to Marocco, and being ariued there the eight 
date after the vicozie,was receiued with ſo great pompe + 
iop, as neuer was ſeene befoze in thoſe Countries, foꝛ he had 
gotten a great fame, to bee a god, curteous, affable, and pit- 


- tifull man towards thoſe in calamitie, and was alſo verie 


well furniſhed with many other vertues: Then againe the 
inſolencie and tyzannie of Muley Hamet, made Abdelme ; 
lec the moze gratious better beloued of all men. As ſone 
as he was entered into the Citie (which was the xv. of Julie, 
in the ſame yere)he began to ſet in oꝛder the politike ſtate 


dk the kingdome, that he might ſhew himſelfe to be not one⸗ 


lie valiant in armes, and the field, but alſo ſingular in wiſe, 
dome foꝛ framing of a publike weale. Foz he abzogated mas 


ny lawes 4 ſtatates,made by his anteſtoꝛs, he vſed paſſing 


great curteſie and gentlenelle towards his ſubiccs, he alſo 
gaue great gifts and largeſſe, # diuded viauals among the 
people; applying all 8 actions to this end, that he might by 


thels 
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theſe meanes extend his fame, and get himlelfe immoztall 
glozie aboue all the kings of Africa, that went befoꝛe him. 


Although at the firſf he was nothing gratious, ſpeciallie be- 


cauſe that the people were offended with the vnrcaſonable- 
neſſe and vnrulineſſe of the Turkes, that he had with him, 
becauſe » they(as they are pꝛoud, vnrulie, intollerable, and 
lawleſſc)did verie licentionflic oppꝛeſſe the poze Pwzes W 
many gricuous iniuries & violences: but the king did ſwne 
rid the Countrie of them, ſending them awate by little and 
little, and by two and by thz& at a time, ſo ; at the length 
there remained not aboue 200. whome pet he kept from his 
tompanie & fight, and being bꝛought into oꝛder, conftrained: 
them to liue quictlic, x without doing harme , The which 


thing made his ſubiects to turne their loue towards him, and 


they bing moued with the onlie fame of his vertae,did cffcr 
themſelues vnto him moſt humbly,x pꝛomiſed him due obe⸗ 
diente, finallie, they with liberall and bountifull mindes 
bzougyt him a vie gr eat, rich, and honcurable gifts and pꝛe⸗ 
ſents, out ot all partes and pꝛouinces. There were alſo not 


a few Chꝛiſtian Pzinces, that did take ſingular iop of his 


friendſhip : and he alſo on the other ſide reteiued them into 
bis friendſhip with a moſt louing heart, a did thinke hintelf 
flouriſhing in their ſamiltaritic 4 fauour to be a happie and 
bleſſed man:inſomach p many Chꝛiſt ians did continually N 
out of all quarters repaire vnto his kingdome, whom he did 
mo2e loue,+ made moꝛe of, than he did of any other kind of 
men 5 vled to come into his countries. Fo2 he gaue the mas 
ny r great beneuolences, x vſed the with wonderful curteũe 


A gentleneſſe, he alſo diſmiſſed many fre without ranſome, 


gratis, of an vnwonted bcniflcence . But J will not dwell 
long vpon this his liberalitie : magniſicence, namelp, ſcing 
that via noble wozkes are verie well knowen to the whole 
wozlde,th:ough the publike repozte of fame. But after he 
hadde obtained the rotall thzone , the firſt thing be did, 
was fo appoint who chaulde ſuccede him in the kings 
dome, and fo confirme the lawe made by Muley Maha- 
met Xeque his Father: and therefoze hee ( wozo all the 
an le 
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perres ot the kingdome vnto his bzother Muley Hamet, al⸗ 
though that he himſelfe had a ſonne, but pet of tender age, 
whom he might haue nominated to be his ſuccefſour. The 
which thing, although it held the nobilitie in ſuſpence with 
admiration, pet incontinentlie incredible feaſts x triumphs 
were kept in honour of the new Pꝛinte, and memoꝛie of the 
olde law, and alſo the memoꝛie of his granfather Xarif was 
honourablie mentioned t renued by yp peeres. In the meane 
time Muley Mahamet,who bad gotten him to the ſtreights 
of mount Clario,beganne ſtraight waie to gather together 
ſome ſouldiours,and among them ſome outlawes t theues: 
inſomuch that he had gathered together fine hundzed har⸗ 
quebuzters, and two hundzeth hozſe men with ſheelde and 
Speare. | if | 
Being farniſhed with which bands, he beganne to com⸗ 
mit robberies, þe ſpoiled thoſe that he met, and ſacked the 
villages,and places that late vnder mount Clario, and fozced 
their inhabitants foz to acknowledge him foz their Loꝛde, 
and to paie him tribute, as to their king. Theſe robberpes 
And roades he vſed the ſpace of ſeauen oꝛ eight moneths, ſo 
is that Abdelmelec was fozced to leuie fozces fo; to cole his 
lluſtinelle, ę to dꝛiue p theeues out of the dens of the moun- 
1 - fains. Foz the doing ofthe which exploit, he vſed the ſernice 
of the new pꝛince Muley Hamet,who was with a power in 
the kingdome of Sus,foz to make excurſions, He diſcomfited 
Muley Mahamet in certaine plates, and almoſt wholie de - 
ſtroied all his band as wel fotemen and hozſemen,and foz- 
ced him to hide himſelfe in the verie thicke wodes, and in⸗ 
acceſſible cragges of the mountaine, where hee lurked aboue 
a pere, almoſt killed with colde, ſnowe, and other mileries, 
and the inclemencie of the aire, and moſt milerablie mole⸗ 
fted and beaten with deſpaire of his lyfe , and feare of as 
waites , which his Unkle lapde fo2 him, pꝛopoſing greate 
rewords to him that could baing him eyther dead oꝛ aliue. 
At length he was dꝛiuen by necellitie, (the ſharpeſt wea⸗ 
pon) to that which her hadde befoze refuſed , and toke 
_ . ſcozne. off: that is, to deſire the aide of the Binge of

Portugall , foz fo deliuer him from the alwaites, and 
hands of his vnkle,and to reſtoꝛe him vnto his graund fa- 
thers and fathers kingedome. Foz the which cauſe he ſent 
a meſſiger from Mount Clario, with letters vnto the king 
of Portugall, and willed him to goe by Mazaga , But that 
be might! receaue ſome aunſ were moꝛe ſafely e t ſpeadelp, he 
reſolued to leaue the mountaines, and to get hun to Tan- 
gar. So thꝛough the wodes and wilderneſſes of the moun⸗ 
kaines, where the way was very ſale, and not beaten with 
tract of mens feete, he tame without any great daunger vn- 
to Penon : where after he had ſtaped a few dayes to gather 
his men together, he went towards Tangar, where he was 
courteoufly receaued into the Citie,by the Gouernour, but 
leauing his fozces without the walles. From that Citie he 
ſent two of his Captaines in Ambaſſade with letters, ac- 
companted with two gentlemen of Tangar, vnto king Se- 


baſtian, and deſired of him aide foz to reſtoze him vnto his. 


Fathers kingdome , And becauſe the gouernour of Tangar 
was not ignoꝛant, that if he vſed the king of Marocco ur⸗ 
teouſlp, that he ſhould thereby well pleaſe the king of Por- 
tugall, he diſpatched a Carauell to Lisbon with the Ambaſs 
ſadonrs foꝛ their ſpedier N whoſe tourney and ſuc⸗ 
ceſſe, we wil ſpeake, after that we haue firſt admoniſhed the 
reader of certaine things neceſſarie to be knowen. 

King Sebaſtian being by nature verie much giuen to 
loue of armes, lought foꝛ no other pleaſure then by warts 
all matters, which had cauſed him in fo2mer yeres AT 


ouer to Tangar, to thentent to conquere Barbarie, but with 
vaine endeuour. Foz Mahamet, (as we haue fould por 
befoze) had of a vaine and fwliſh confidence, twiſe refuſed 
aides offered him by the Portugall, But when the king of 
Portugall ſaw that now his ayde was deſired by the letters 
of the king of Marocco, he was very glad that a moſt wiſths 
ſhed occaſion whereby he might fill his long luſt and longs 


ing, was offered vnto him, who was deſirous of pꝛaiſe, and 


ffadious to enlarge his Empire, and Religion, Wherefoze 
be receued magnificently the Ambaſſadour of Muly Maha- 
| T. iii. | met, 
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met, being ariued in Portugall and graunted them their res 
. Huelt in all demaunds, and alſo wꝛote letters to Mahamet, 


ſtoꝛing him into his fathers kingdome, no man of his coũ⸗ 


wherein he pꝛomiſed his trauaile, helpe, and fauour, in re⸗ 


ſcile,o2 of the nobilitie holding much againſt it. And this 
might be the cauſe of that inter view, where the Catholick 
king, and the king of Poꝛtugall met and talked together, in 
An. 1578. at Guadalupea, à citie of Caſtilia. Where the Ca- 
tholicke king laboured all that he could, to feare the king of 
Portugall from that enterpꝛiſe: o2 if he would needes goe 

thꝛough with it, noꝛ could not be diſuaded fro his purpole, 


that then he would doe it verp ſubſtantiall p, and effeaual⸗ 


ly,p:ouiding and furniſhing himſelfe paſſing well with all 
things nedefall foz ſo great an attempt. But when the 
Bing of Poztugall continued conſtant in that he had once 
purpoſed, he returned home: whither anone after the Ca⸗ 
tholike king ſent his Ambaſſadours foz to deale with him 
about the ſame matter that he himſelke had talked with bun 
off in pꝛeſence. Fo2 the Catholick king was nat ignozant, 
how the king of Marocco did ſurpaſſe in ſtrength + power, 
t how ſkilful,erpert,x valiant a warriour he was, and how 
great power and pꝛouiſion, ſo great an enterpꝛiſe required, 
whereof he knew that the Portugal was yet fully . 
ſhed. But p king of Portugal remained conſtant in his pur 
pole, & began to pꝛouide all things neceſſarie fo2 5 . 
Firſt he made leuies of ſouldioꝛs thꝛoughout his own king 
dome, he ſent ſome into Germany to take him vppe 5000. 


. fotcmen.Þe alſo wꝛote letters to certain knights of Anda- 


louz:a,to bzing vnto him olde ſouldiours.ozeouer he com - 
maunded great fio2e of oꝛdenance, wepons, armour, x other 
munition t vicualls to be pꝛouided & bꝛought together, x 


that all theſe things might be the moze comodioufly tranſ⸗ 


pozted, he commaunded ſhippes to be ffated in all hauens of 
bis kingdome The number of the ſoul>iours that he leuied 


in his ownc kingdome was great, but they were ill furni- 
ſhed, z freſhwater ſouldiours, taken vp of clownes, t huſ- 
bandmen, and a rable nothing fit foz the field, 


As 


As fo2 the Dammes den were allo afreſh ler dul 


diam, and vnſ kilfull of martiall matters, and when they 
came to Lisbon, they fell ſick, and aboue 2000. of them died. 
There came alſo vnto the king, 00. Italians, with whom 
the Pope had kurniſhed the Counte ol Arcland, who being 
ariued at Lisbon, offered his ſeruite to the king 4 pꝛomiſed 
to follow him in 5 tourney , Bozeoner the king cauſed pꝛo⸗ 


bis vaſſailes,ſhould-attend vpon him to the warres, vppon 
paine of loſſe of landes, and rentes, and all pꝛiuiledges 
graunted by the king 80 then all things nerdefull foꝛ an 
armie being pꝛouided, and ſufficient ſtoze of ſhippes and 
boates gathered together, he tommaunded the oꝛdenaunte, 
vicualls, munition, hoꝛſes, and other neceſſaries to be ſhip⸗ 
ped, that when the feaſt of Saint lohn Baptiſt, (on which 
day he had determined to leaue his houſe) dꝛew neere, ther 
might be nothing to let e hinder, but that the armie might 
be embarked, and tranſpoꝛted into Africa. 

When Abdelmelec the king of Marocco was admoni- 


ſhed, and aduertiſed of theſe things, and what the king of 


Portugall entended againſt him: he was verye ſozrows 
full therefoze not ſo. much becauſe he fcared the King of 
Portugall his fozces', as fo2 that he being well affected tos 
: wards men ol the Chꝛiſtian Religion, did fozeſe in minde 


that Africa would be the graue of the King of Poztugall, 


yea, though he bzought with him thꝛiſe lo great an Armie 
as he had. 
U hereſoꝛe it is well knowne that he ſpake one bay to 


about to take the kingedome from hun, to whome it dot of 
right apperfaine,4 to giue it fo the Negro,and that with no 


pꝛofit nz commoditie to the Chuniaus, that will almigh⸗ 


tie God, who is a iuſt zudge, neuer ſuffer. Furthermo: 


ze, 


Abdelmelec, as he was a man of a charpe witte, 13

clamation to be made with ſound of Zrumpet,thozoughout 
his whole kingdome, that all Noblemen and Gentlemen 


this effeue: The King of Poꝛtugall ought diligentlie to 
weigh and thinke with him ſelfe, how iuſt and lawful 4 
cauſe he hath to come into Alrice. Foz ſeeing that he goetß 


* 
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ſuch matters of ſurpaſſing dillgence and pzottidence, began 
alſo to make pꝛouiſion foz the warres, and to bethinke him 
of things neteſſarie therefdꝛe. Mherefoꝛe he commaunded 
Tents fo be ſet vp in a ſielde a league from Marocco, and 
warres to be openlie pꝛotlaimed thzough bis kingdome a⸗ 
gainſt the Chziltians : the which thing highlie pleaſed the 
Moꝛes. 

He alſo commanded a great number ol great Guns, and 
ſpectallie field pætes, and alſo infinite ſtoze of viaualls and 
ok hoꝛles and Camells, foz to carrie neceſſaries foz their ar- 
mie, to be pꝛouided. Which being done, when he heard that 
the king of Portugal was now vpon the point to goe a ſhip 
bw2d,and to ariue at Arzil,he/alſo went dut of Marocco the 
ſixteenth day of Apzil with great applauſe of the people, and 
with almoſt an infinite companie of men into the campe, and 
Rept the armie inthe Tents, where he ſtaied twentie daies, 
lo king fo} the reſt of his fozces . From hence he marched 
with Enſignes diſplaied by mall iournepes towards Ar- 
zill,and that he might the moꝛe commodioullie iopne with 
thoſe foꝛces that he lwked foʒ, he ſkated a little while at Te- 
mocen, which is in the confines of his kingdome. But the 
king of Portugal who was hot let on his voiage, comman- 
ded befoꝛe he went on ſhipboꝛd, pꝛuceſſions and pꝛaiers to 
be publikelie made thꝛoughout all the kingdome, that God 
might vouchſake to graunt happie luccele to this enterpziſe, 
and vigozie agatalt his enimie. 

At length on Pidſommer daie the whole armie was 


— embarked, and the next daie after verie earlie in the moz⸗ 


ning, kung Sebaſtian(hauing nominated bekoze ſeauen of the 
chiele of the Nealme goutrnours of the kingdome) betauſe 
the Cardinal his vnkle bad refuſcd the gouernment, foz 
that he could not intreate the king to relinquiſh the voiage, 
launched out of the Hauen, and hviſcd vp fatles the 26 , of 
June, with ten o2 twelue Galeons, in whom were embar⸗ 
ked almatt all the whole Nobilitie of His kingdome. The 
ſea was paſtiug calme, the fliete of the whole armie launch⸗ 
ng from Licbongwagef great and (mall veſſelies 1 a 

du⸗ 
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thouſand and th2& hundzeth ſaile,ſo pleaſant a ſpectacle,that 
many ſayd they neuer (awe ſuch a fete befoze,and hauing = 
a god winde they ariued at Caliz on Saint Peters ene, 
The king being receiued with ſingular gratulation and toy 
of the people, ſtaied there fifteene dayes,fo2 to pꝛonide ne⸗ 
tellaries that he lacked , and that he might tranſpoꝛt with 
him cerfaine bands of Spaniards, that were leuied foꝛ him 
in Andaluzia. Mhich things being diſpatched, he departed 
from Caliz the eight of Julie, and ſailed with the Galeons 
towards Tangar,but commanded the reſt of the Flete fo 
kepe their courſe towards Arzil, So the tenth of Julie the 
king ariued at Tangar, but befoze he was come into the ha- 
uen, Mahamet lent his ſonne, a child almoſt ten yerres old, 
named Muley Xeque, àgainſt the king in a ſmall! veſſell, 
whom the king did verie gentlie and curtconflie ſolute, But 
beeing come on land, he ſhewed greater ſignes of god will 
and friendſhip to Mahamet, and verte liberallie offered his 
trauaile 4 aide foz to reſtoꝛe hin into his kingdome, When 
Mahamet was come to the kings pꝛeſence, although he had 
befoze ſufficientlie certefied him both by Letters 3 Ambaſ⸗ 
ſadours of his will and mind: pet that he might moꝛe ſafe⸗ 
lie pꝛouide foz his ſtate, he did then moꝛe / plentifullie and 
moꝛe at large open vnto hun by ſpech what he was min⸗ 
ded to doe: and did tell him how that his vnkle, ſuppoꝛted 
by the power and ſtrength of the Turke, did vluͤrpe the 
kingdome, the which her had taken from him by foꝛte. Yee 
added mozeouer, that the vaſlalles and lubices of Abdel- 
melec did pzactiſe nothing elſe , and were wholie buſicd, 
how they might ſecretlie kill Abdelmelec , oz at the leaſt 
kozſake him, and reuoult to Mahamet , and that thereof hee 
receined dailie without interteſſion Letters from the Peres 
of the Realme, in the which Letters they pꝛomiſed to re- 
uoult vnto him, as ſwne as euer he would come agaynſt 
the enimie, yea , and ik it were but with a ſmall power 
Ber woulde alſo perſ wade the king of Poztugall that be 
Woulde nat fight with the Abdelmelec, but onelie go into 
the field ; which thing if nic wo vnkles ſoyldiours 
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would immediatlie bee at his denotion and command. Vee 
pꝛomiſed alſo to giue the king of Portugall two- 02 thze& 
Hauens in Barbarie, with their territoꝛies adiopning, and 
foz ſuretie thereof hee gaue his ſonne in hoſtage. The king 
of Portugal as hee was a P2:nce of noble paſſing god na⸗ 


cute, credited all that Mahamet ſpake; and aſſented to his 


petition without conditions, couenants, and ſureties. From 
pbence her went with Mahamet to Arzil, where his armie 
was, and there Muley Xeque was Generall of his Fas 
thers ſmall foꝛces, and had with him the hozſemen and fot- 

men of the gariſon of Tangar. i hs 71 hi 
ndaie, beeing the foure⸗ 


The king came to Arzil on Su 
tenth ok Julie, and as fone as her was come on ſhoare, hee 
tommaunded the Dzdenaunce,-victuall, and the reſt of the 
warlyke furniture to bee dil barked, but ſent foure ſhippes 
well appointed to Maſſaga, to carrie thether Muley Xeque 
his pledge: buf commaunded his campe to bee pitched neere 
the walles of Arzl, and it to bee entrenched rounde 
with rampires and ditches, that he might lpe there the 
But that wee may returne to Abdelmelec: as ſone ag 
he came to Lemocen, a greate multitude of hoꝛſemen that 
ſerued with ſheelde and Speare, and many other foꝛces iop⸗ 
ned with him. But thz& dapes after her came thether, he 


— 


fell verie ſicke, the: cauſe wherof,as then no man bnuderſiod, 


Wut anone after when he felt a mightie toꝛment in his ſto⸗ 

machke, it was eaſilie under ſtode whereof it came: that is, 
hee had eaten grerdelie of ſow2e milke, which had curded in 
his ffomacke. That he might caſt it vp, her aſſayed in vaine 
two and almoſt th2e daies to make himſelfe vomite (as he 
had vled to doe) and fo at the length he caſt vp a great nohs 
bet of Cheeſe, which made his ſtomacke ſo weake and faint, 
that afterward it could concoct no meate. Alſo his ſickneſſe 
was increaſed by harde and ill lodging. But as ſone as 
her heard that the king of Po2tugall was departed from 
Caliz, to ſaple to Arzil, although he were at that time no 
thing well , yet her commaynded his armie to march 1 — 


li F. wh W 
And now he was from Alcizara(where his er er⸗ 
pected him with an armie) not aboue a dayes'tourney, but 


when her dꝛe wo neere him, his comming was reteiued with 


a great peale oł great and ſmall ſhot, in token af ide: And! 
there hee was fozced to pitch vp his Tents, and to lie there 


in a Campe tertaine daies, ſtaping foz other foztes and to 
recouer his ſtrength weakened by ſickneſſe. Wherefoze as 


fone as thoſe fozces that he loked foꝛ were come, he foke 
muſter of his whole armie, and found fifteene thouſand fots! 
men hatguebuzters, of whome fine thouſand were verig 
choice olde ſouldiours, and the reſt freſh wafer ſouldion 8, 
and of none experience. 

Then he had two thouſand Argolets, two and fo:tic 
thouſand Alarbes with ſheeld and ſpere;+ fireand twentie 
field peces verie well furniſhed ,, and Gunners vcric god 
and readie. Poꝛeouer, all his Wpöltz armie was verie well 
pꝛouided of victualles, and his ſouldiaurs well paide, the 
which is one of the chiefeſt thinges in warres, and where⸗ 
ok the Generall ought to haue moſt ſpeciall care , So bis 
ſouldiours were paide euerie moneth a Duckate oꝛ pace of 
golde, where loꝛe they were alſo all readie to abide all extre⸗ 
mitie fox Abdelmelec, and to ſpendr their lives foꝛ him ex⸗ 
tept the hoꝛſe men ol the Alarbes,whome he little truſted, 


as Me that was not tgnozaunt that they were full of kalſe⸗ 
hode,no2 gane their mindes to ante thing elſe than to Lette 


bottes,and tc rob they cared not whom, 

And that 3 map tell pou all in few woꝛds, he an moe 
truſt im none than in thoſe ſiue thouſand old ſouldigurg hars 
quebnziers. But the thing that greeued Abdel melee moit, 


was, that at ſo great and perillous a battaile, whereat bee 


mult needs be p2eſent himſelfe and oꝛder it, vnlelle he wold 
endaunger the whole ſtate of his Ringdome, her drd finde 
; . to bee ſo weake and quite bzoken with ſick⸗ 
neſſo4: the me the Wenge Dayge dayes don. in⸗ 
__ Fail J. 
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the king of Poztugall conſtrained him, pea, vnwilling foz 
to march fozward,and'foencampe at Alcazar.Jn the meane 
time the king of Portugal being iſſued out of Arzill, and 
readie to march, multered his armie, wherein (beſides the 
thouland ſtipendaries, that he had left to keps the fleete, and 
the two thouſand that her had ſent to Maſſaga) he had ſoure⸗ 


ttene thonſand fotemen, and two thouſand — 1 great 


part armed. 
Moꝛeouer, there were the thouland pioners, and aboue 
a thouſand cochmen,and almoſt an infinite number of dzuds 
ges,flaues, Negroes,mullotter s, hoꝛſe boies, landꝛeſſes, and 
thoſe werte wenches that the Frenchmen doe merrilie call 
the daughters of delight, koꝛ now the wozld is come to that, 
we thinke we cannot keepe wars without hc ſnailes. Bo 
that all y inſauozie companie of baggage did excade fire and 
twentie thouſand perſons. He had alſo ſixe and thirtie field 
peetes, and 1500, wagays full of mattes, veſſell,and houſes 
holde ſtuffe onelie foz noble men. He might in dede haue 
bꝛought a greater power in this votage,as wel out of Spain 
as out of other Countries, but that he giuing credite to the 
woꝛds of Muley Hamet, who ſaid that the armie of Abdel- 
melec would reuoult vnto him, he diſmifſed manp Spani⸗ 
ards that would haue gone abwꝛd at Caliz and did moꝛe cas 
ie diſcharge them, that vnder pꝛetence of ickneſſe,deſired 
that they might goe home. In the armie that followed him 
were thꝛe thouſand Germanes , ſixe hund2eth Italians, 
two thouſand Spaniardes, ſire hundzeth Souldiours of 
Tangar , two thouſand fine hundzeth light hoꝛſemen, in 
whome hee repoſed his greateſt truſt. The reſt were Poꝛ⸗ 
tugalls. And the greater parte of theſe fo2ces had their was 
ges ſparingly and verie ill paide them, and were diſtreſſed 
with want, and many other ills, foꝛ now victuals beganng 
to faile, the which were o ſpatinglie dillributed, that mane 

died faz hunger. 
The fault was in the purneiours, who do full often in ths 
time of wars through their knauerie, caſt pzinces $ * 
fo 


into eptreme calanities.But that which as voz of all 
the greater part of the armie conſiſted of freſh water ſoul⸗ 
diours, who 7 without (kill of martiall diſcipline, nei⸗ 
ther had euer ſeene battaile oz campe . That 3 may omit 
thoſe eight thouſand that bare long vikes then the which 
kinde of ſouldiours there is none of leſſe vſe and ſeruice, : 
moꝛe vnfit foz wars in Barbarie. By that time the king of 
Portugal had muſtered his armie, Abdelmelec was tome 
to Alcazar with an armie full of fury and w2ath , Which 
cauſed the Ring of Portugall his Counſell to deſire their 
Pzince in no caſe fo iopne in battaile with his enimies, 
who did farre ſurpaſſe him in men and might, but rather 
that he would march with his armie to Lariſſa, & take that 
foztiffed plate, and pꝛouide foz himſelfe, 
But when Abdelmelec knew by eſpies almoſt euerie 
boure what was done in the campe of the Chꝛiſtians, and 
dow weake the Portugall foꝛces were, and how coldly all 
things were oꝛdered, and therefoze did ſe that the wzetched 
king being in the pꝛime of his peares, was nere to death 
and deſtrucion: he wzought by all meanes he could, that he 
ſhould not be fozced to fight a battaile, becauſe he was not 
otherwiſe verie ill affected towards Chailttans , Wheres 
foze he laboured pꝛiuile and ſecretly by certaine men, and 
they moſtix merchants, to certiſte the king of Poztugall of 
the guiles and deceits of Mahamet (that had bꝛought him 
into theſe daungers, and fo pꝛeſent ruine and ieoperd ie of 
life.) But although theſe aduiſes of Abdelmelec were not 
bnknowne fo the king of Poztugall,and his counſaillonrs 
avuiſed him the verie ſame that Abdelmelec dyd, and went 
about to withdzaw him from his purpoſe : pet he wilfullie 
tontemned all that could be ſapde, not oncly that he might 
fulfill his burning deſire fo fight, and to trye his ſfrength 


and valiant heart, bat alſo chiefelie becauſe he truſted the 

pꝛomiſes of Mahamet, which he bel&ned tobe veric true. 
To be ſhoꝛt, his Counſaile labeured to their vttermoſt, ta 
diſuade the king from iopning in battaile, but rather adui⸗ 
ſed in to march to Lariſſa, and they wzonght (0 muß hy 
bias 
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blamlng and b2ging him, that tho king at length peelded to 


goe to Larifla, Wherevpon the Navie was commaunded to 
make ſaile towards Lariſſa, 4 he himſelfe marched by land 
thetherwards ; going out ot Arzil the 29. of Julie (which 
was tuel daie)and th2ee daies he marched but making mall 
tourneics by reaſon ol the multitude of baggage that folla⸗ 
wed the armie, and then he ſtaied the fridaie, beraule he 1s 
ked foz ſome aide from Arzil. The Saterdaie verie carlie 
he began to march againe, and at length came to the riuer of 
Mazaga, which runneth to Latiſla, and there he lodged, wat⸗ 
ches and wardes being diligentlie appointed and ſet after 
his vſed manner, fo; feareof the Mwzecs that were dilpearſed 
round about him. 

At that time Abdelmelec remained at Alcazar ; verie 
weake and ſicklie, and although he heard that the Poztugall 
was gone out of Arzu, and was entamped at Mazaga, pet 
he would not ſtirre out of his place, vntill that he vnderſid 
bp elpies, that his enimies made towards Alcazar. Foz he 
would haue ſuffered. his enimie to haue taken Lariſſa, thin⸗ 
king that the Poztugall being contented with the taking 
of it, would from thence returne home. But when he was 
aduertiſed that the Saterdaie mozning his enimie marched 
fo2ward, he alſo at the ſame time made towards Arzil by 
Alcazar , And when he had marchcd with his armie a little 
moze than halle a league (that is, aboue a mile)he cacamped 
on a certaine high downe in the ſight of the Poꝛtugails, who 
were a league from that hill, and were encamped on a great 
and pleaſant plaine. And being neere to the river ol Alcazor, 
he commanded his Tents to be pitched on the banke of the 
riuer, not farre from confluence of another riuer that goeth 
to Larifsa, After that none was paſt, he and his armie refre⸗ 
ted themſelues from the hrate of the Sunne in their tents, 
her taking his reſt in an hoꝛſe litter. In the meane time 
hee lent fozth certaine hoꝛſemen foz te bzing him moze cer⸗ 
tine ne bnes of the eim, and placed ſouldiours befo:c the 
wardes,foz to let that none of his people ſhould flie out of 
his campe to the: aer Hamet. When the

king or Pozfugalt mona morning fo the 2 

. river of Lariſsa, t was encampednere to the place where he 
thought ther might be a foꝛd foũd fo paſſe ouer his oꝛdenãte, 
t was minded to go to Lariſsa; then Mahamet,a ſubtile fel- 
low, ambitious, and deceitful, thinking with himſelke, that 
if the Poꝛtugall ſhould enter Lariſsa, and did conſider the 
power and moſt puiſant armie of Abdelmelec, that then hee 
would returne home, and doe nothing, and leaue hin fo2la 8 
ken and alone to be deuoured of his enimies: he reſolued to 


talke with the Poꝛtugall that daie, and to dchozt him from |. 


the tourney Þ he purpoſed towards Lariſsa : andy he might 
the better bꝛing it to paſſe, he began with a craktie tale ta 
tel him that many Moes hoꝛſe men had fled vnto him from 
Abdelmelec, that the reſt of y armie went about to do the 
ſame . That it he ſhould goe to Lariſa,then all men would 
blame him, as one fearefull, and ſuch an one as repoſed ſafe- 
tie in running awaie. That Abdelmelec was naked of 
friendes : foꝛ her handled his Souldiours hardlie, and that 
they didde therefoꝛe minde to doe him a miſchie fe ei⸗ 
ther by ſlaying of him, oꝛ elſe by foꝛſaking him in the bat⸗ 
taile. That it was better and moze wiſedome to march to⸗ 
ward Alcazar, namelie ſceing that enimie that came againſt 
him had not ſo much bear as to goe about to impeach 
him, 
Pe added allo other arguments making fo2 his purpoſe, 

by the which hee dill waded the Poztagall from going fo 
Lariſsa, and fo ſaie the truth, if had otherwiſe bene an harde 
matter foꝛ him to haue gon foz ward, ſeeing p his enimp was 
ſo neere. The Þandaie moꝛning verie earlie the Poꝛtugall 
remouecd his campe,and went vp a long the banke of the ri⸗ 
uer, that he might come into the high waie that leadeth from | 
Arzil fo Alcazar, and when he had found a fo2d,he ffated, 


and commaunded the pioners fo make it readie againſt the 
next daie, 
But Abdelmelec vnderſtanding 5ᷣ intent of the Pozfugal, 
cauſed a Agne to be giuẽ by (ound * Trumpet, wi” 0 
duld 
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would make hirtſelte aeg. Wherefoze inthe at 
fernone he marching fozward almoſt a quarter of a mile, 
ffayed and commannded his armie to bꝛeath, vntill he 
bnderſfode what his enimie , that was about halfe a 
league off, ment to doe. Foz as we haue telde you befoge, 
Abdelmelec had determined not to iopne in battaile, except 
the Poztugall did frſt deſire it. 
| - When the Poztugall being encamped along the Riner 
of Lariſſa, heard that the enimie made towards him, he was 
- fozced alſo to remoue his Campe, and to put his people in 
_ array of battaile, not fo: to fight, becauſe the fourde of the 
Niuer could not be paſſed ouer without very great difficul- 
tie, and alſo there was a great troupe of Pazes that dyd 
continually pꝛouoke his men with ſkirmiſhes, but that he 
might defenſe himſelfe, and he vſed the mightie Niuer in 
ſteede of a wall againſt the enimie . In this ſoꝛt thoſe two 
Armies, when either did loke that the other ſhould beginne 
the battaile, kept themlelues in, the reſt of the day. So when 
it dꝛew towards night, and Abdelmelec ſaw that the Poꝛ⸗ 
tugals ſtirred not out of their plate, although y chiefe Cap⸗ 
taines were verie inſtant on him to fight, and to giue the 
ſignall of battaile, yet becauſe night was at hand, he com⸗ 
maunded the retreate to be ſounded , and ledde his Armie 
backe to their Campe. But yet he commaunded pꝛoclama⸗ 
tion to · be made in the Campe by ſounde of Trumpet, that 
no man ſhould put of his armour , noꝛ lay downe his wea⸗ 
pon that night, and alſo commaunded the watch to be dou⸗ 
bled, as he alſo did the night befoze , that no man could flye 
out of his Campe onto Muley Hamet. And doubtleſſe this 
watch was the cauſe of Mahamets ouerthꝛow, becauſe that 
no man durlf to goe ont of his ward s tente. In the meane 
time Abdelmelec was fully reſolued to fight , foz ſeeing he 
had heard that many hoꝛſemen, and men that had abiured 
the faith, were fled out of his Campe, and did feare that if he 
deferred to fight the next day, that then the greater part of 
his armie would revolt ; he thought that he muſt ſtaye no 
longer, but determined to goe on fozward,and to * 


the ieee, [t honlve : 
ſignified by a Trumpet, that all men ſhon lde be in a re: 
neſſe,and pꝛepared either to liue oꝛ die . After that the king 
of Poztugall ſawe that his enimies were retired into thi ir 
tamp, he allo did the like, and lodged in the verie ſame pl 
from whence he came. Be allembling in counſaile 5 
chiefe men or the armie that night, determined the next day 
being mundaie, to offer the enimie battaile, And it is the 
conſtant fame of all men,that Muley Hamet gaue him coun⸗ 
ſaile to beginne the battaile the next daie in the euching, 
not ſa much becauſe by this meanes the fouldionrs of Ab 0 
delmelec might the moze commodiouſlie roudult bats him, 
as foz that he coulde not by reaſon of the darundſſe of the 9 
night remedie it, ik anie confuſion did arife in his ami. 
This counſatle as god and wholeſome was appzoued of alt 
men, and thereioze the king commanded that the le 5 
night it choulde bee pꝛoclaimed in the campe, that the nex 
do bring mundaie, as (one as it was light, ſhe oꝛdenan i 
and the carriages ſheulde be ſpedelie paſſed/ouct'the'1 
ter thzough the tozde / Fo2 i they had tarried longer z i 
doubt the enimies wold haue impeached their pallage,Whi N 
alſo was the cauſe that the battaile was not begun in the 
euening, but {oncr. The foꝛd being made readie the armic 
ſtraight wale palled ouer, and thoy entampes beyond the ſt⸗ 
uor, and allo the king began to arange his battai les, to 0 
foꝛth his bands, and to diſpoſe his 0zdenane't in commodior

? He alſo made a long Oꝛation fo his ſoalvioiirs, ande

Che like did the noble ten thatifotlowed tho king inthis 
vaiage doe, ta their vtiermoſt, name lie, the Biſhoppes or 
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1 Popes Commiſſarie,and 
many other ſpirituall perſons. In theſe adhoꝛtations all the 
— was ſpent . Dn the other ſide Abdelmelec ſing 
the Chziſtianscome in battaile araie, he alſo commanded the 
ſignall to be ſounded 5 his campe, and willed the 
Captaines to bꝛing foꝛth their ſouldiours, ⁊ to Diſpoſe them 
into the oꝛder that he had p:eſcribed ; And becaule that hee 
thꝛough lickneſſe was verie weake in bodie, and of coutonr 
pale and wan, and by reaſon of the palſie could in no wile vie 
his armes, the wiler and warier of his coanſailours dehoz⸗ 
ted him from comming in perſon into this inſtant battatle: 
to whom he would in no caſe conſcat, but whereas he had 
not come on hozſe his back in moꝛe than twentte daies be⸗ 
foꝛe, he reſolued to leaue his hozte litter, and to bee clothed in 
| | molt lamptuous apparell, and to be avozncd with infinite 
. molt pꝛecious ſtones, and moſt excellent pearles of þ Caf, 
4 and mounted on a godlie and luſtie ſtrong hozſe. Being in 
this ſozt pꝛepared tofight, he began to adhoꝛt his men to vad 
lour, pꝛomiſing honoꝛs and great warlike rewards to them 
that ſhould behaue themſelues like men, and doe their du⸗ 
ties and accompliſh their charges valianttie. With the 
which wozdes and pꝛomiſes he did ſo tncoutage and inſlauie 
his louldiours, into whoſe fight he had not come lang tune 
b:fo2e,by reaſon of his ſickneſſe, that they ſeemed to bee in 
ſpired by Mars, and to runne to the battaile like Lions. And 
although at the beginning there were ſome that went a⸗ 
bout to murther him, oꝛ reuolt from him, pet now they chan⸗ 
ging their mindes, did ſo ſubiect themſelues vnto him with 
all reuerence, that they dil dained not, pea to kiſſe his fete. 

At length his armie beeing taſt into the foꝛme of a ſemt- 
circle, oꝛ croiſant, and diuided into th2& bat tailes, he began 
to 8990 his armie in that oder that this table doeth

Thom dpd the 
king followe, enuironed with his garde dr 5 
ſouldionrs, that had foꝛſ woꝛne the faith who were all wea⸗ 
poned with halbardes. But he had in the battaile of ſue⸗

But p Poꝛtugal arag ged his arm's: far otherwiſe, for he bi⸗ 
uided his whole armie into 4.battoiles;Dn $ right five was 
the firlt battaile, conliſting of the light hoꝛſemen and carts 
ſon of Tangar, and Aluares Peres de Tauora lead them. The 
lekte o2 the middle battaile tonſiſted of Germanes and Ita- 


lians, which the Parques of Jreland gouerned. In the third 


batfaile of laccour, ode the Spantards and certaing Jtas 
lians, the Captame whereof was Alonzo Aquilar , 
fourth battaile were Poꝛtugals, vnder the conduct of a ccr's 


taine noble man of that Nation, whoſe name was Ludo - 


uicke Cæſar. Euerie battaile hadde almoſt thz& thouſand 


fotcmen,bat ſoine moe and ſome fewer, But the Gener it 


of the whole armie was Duartes Micneles, the gouernoür 
of the Citie of Tangar.

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Gothen the two mne were thus s aranged onamightis | 
large plain, which was lo open and bare, that there was nei- 
ther tree, I no} wp hg to be ſcene within two leagues 
roundabout, The Mazes were defenced on the left ſide with 
the riner ol Alcazar , which-ſerued them fo2 a rampire 0z 
munition, and the Poztugalls had on their backes the riner 
of Mazaga, that runneth to Lariſſa. But fo2 two cauſes her 
deſired to come to the riuer of Alcazar befoze they came 
within Gunſhot: firſt, that he might take the airy wh, from 
his enimies, and ſecondlie, that he might vie the rizer foꝛ a 
rampire and wall. Do the Chꝛiſtians had the winde indik⸗ 
ferentlie well with them, although at the beginning the 
Sunne beames were againſt them, Fox afterward and that 
to lodeinue, the cleere Sunne ſhine was turned into darke 
weather, and ſo cloudie, that the Dunne beames troubled 
them nothing. But when the two armies were come within 
an harquebuſſe ſhot one of another, about halfe an houre be⸗ 
foꝛe high nene, the Pozes began to tate thetr acres to 
Leuell their peccs. 
The fourth daie of auguſt, which was mundaie, in the 
vtere of our ſaluation 1578. ihe battaile was begun between 
the two kings about twelue of the clocke, and the Pwꝛes 
did firſt begin to ſhote off their great oꝛdenante zgainft the 
Chailtians , but they had not ſhot off thꝛee, but that the 
Chꝛiſtians anfwered them with theirs. And ſtraight waie 
the hargucbuziers on lte on both ſides diſcharged as thick 
'as haile, with ſuch an hoꝛribie, furious, and terrible tem⸗ 
pelt, that the cracking and roaring of the Gunnes did make 
the earth fo to fremble , as though it woulde haue ſunke 
downe to hell, and the element leemed to burne with the 
fre, flames, lightning, and thunder of the Gunnes , After 
that the ſtoꝛme of the thot was palt fine hundzeth men of 
armes bf the fir battaile, whom the Duke de Auero lead, 
gaue a charge onthe left wing of the Pes, and bake and 
ſcattered them, and haut 1 ſlaine many, compelled the reſt 
to lie, lo that aboue eight thouſand harquebuziers on hoꝛle⸗ 
parte, and twentte thouſand 9 (who were —_ )

almoſt twentie leagues, ſpꝛed euecy where a rumour of the 
vidoꝛie of the Chꝛiſtians. In this firſt encoũter the Bo2es 
loſt two guidons, not without the great griefe of Abdel. 


the plate, and ging ſome one ie wah and ſame an other; N 


melec ; who when he ſitting on his hozſe in the middle bats 


taile did ſee his men fle lo toulye , he was ſo kindled with 
anger and furie, that although foꝛ weakeneſſe he could ſcarſe 
ſitte on his hoꝛſe, pet he went about to charge our men in 
that quarter where his menne fledde, that he might repaire 
that winge bꝛoken, and ſhamefully diſperſed, and to tape 
them that fledde, and to turne them againe againſt the eni⸗ 
mie. But the ſouldiours ok his gard knowing his extreme 
weakeneſſe, toke his hoꝛſe by the bꝛidle, and would let him 
goe no farther. But when he would haue (ct his hande to 
his ſwoꝛd to haue rid himſelfe out of their handes, he per⸗ 
ceaued that his armes and hands were as ſtiffe as a one, 
with the palſey:whercof he conceaued ſo great griefe at the 
heart, that lcauing himſelfe fozward vpon the pommel of his 
ſaddle, he loſt his ſpeach, and neuer ſpake woꝛde after. „ but 

P ſhuld they go fo; ward faſter:the which was done but no 
facther then a man could caſt a ſtone . In the meane time 
the gard toke dhe ring from his hozſe, and layd him in his 
hoꝛſclitter, where he gang vpp the Obott within halfe an 
hour? alter Ped his death was ſubfiliy diſembled they | 
bꝛuting that he was layde downe to reſt him. But although 
the Chꝛiltiaus vanquiſhed in the firſt encounter, pet He 
reſt of the king of 32oztugall bis Armie knew not how to 
vie the victoꝛie: Foz becauſe there was no man to com⸗ 
maund what was needetul to be Zone,o2 did ſend the bands 
of iucconrs with aide,they did ſuffer a godly vicozie fo dip | 
dut of their hands. When the Poꝛes ſaw fo great a dil⸗ 
comſiture was ginen by the enimies their onely hoꝛſemen, 

neither was there any man that backed them, they ſent out 
a tho nand Argolets, and many other, who made the Poz- 
tugalls befoze victo2s fo flpe with that foꝛce, that they run⸗ 
ning vpon the middle battaile or their ſotemen,mightely 1 
nr all the whole armie of the Chziſtians, The thi 
Fell 
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; was done in the fight: and preſence of the king, who chugb 
the counſaile of them about him was pet in his Coch, but as 
ſone as he ſawe the flight and diſoꝛder of his men, hae ſpie⸗ 
dely mounted on a hozſe ſtrangely bardbed, and accompanis 
ed with the Duke or Auero and other men ol armes, char⸗ 
ged the enime. But although he were carried againſt his 
enimies with that foꝛce and feeſe, that he bꝛake their araie 
againe, pet becauſe the armie ofthe Poꝛes did not abandon 
the plate, thoſe hoꝛſemen that were ſcarſe ſiue hundzeth,. 
were fo2ced to retire: whom the Poꝛes followed with ſuch 
foꝛte, that flying many of them, they foꝛced the reſt to runne 
among their fotemen with ſuch haſt, that they ouerranne 
and troade to death a great number of their owne fotmen, 
and committed a miſerable miſoꝛder and ſlaughter. In the 
meane While all the fozces of the Pahometan armie 
running downe from the hill, began to charge the Chꝛiſti⸗ 
ans with great violence. In that conflict the Duke ol Aue. 
ro was ſlaine, and many other noble and valiant men, and 
alſo the hozſe of the king of Poztugall was ſlaine, but hee 
himſelfe ſafe and dnhurt, and the great o2denaunce which 
ſerued the Chztffians to no bie in this battaile, was taken. 
Now as touching the right wing of the Poꝛes: the ſouls 
diours thereof neuer ceaſcd from the beginning of the bats 
taile to pow2e downe ſhowers of ſhot vpon the Chꝛiſtians, 
yea, and moting out of their plate, but alwapes keping the 
troiſant figure ot their armie, they beganne to incloſe the 
Poꝛtugall ar mie, and to charge the hindermeſt vattaile of: 
the fide, 
TAlherefoꝛe the king ( who bad mounted another kreſh 
hoꝛle) perceiuing that the hindermoſt battayle needed ſuc⸗ 
tour, taking with him fine hundꝛeth men of armes, who 
hadde beene appointed fo2 that purpoſe, charged the third

Foz the Moes in the lefte wing affer heeded taken 
the Oꝛdenance of the Chꝛiſtians, purſuing ENG 
alſo ſo diſcomfite thoſe Chꝛiſtians that ſtode niere to the 
banke of the riucr,tbat they ranne vppon the foꝛces of Mu- 
ley Mahamet (that ſtode betwene the Chꝛiſtians and the 
Riuer) and made nuſerable ſpoile and ſlaughter of them, 
pea,and many of Mahamct his men ranne vppon the Chzi- 
ſtian troupes. 
Mulcy Maliamet ſ&king to ſane bimſelfe by fight, as 
be would haue paſſed oner at the fo2d of the riuer of Lariſla, 
which is myzie and moziſh, was caſt out of the ſaddle by - 
his hoꝛſe that ſtriued and ſtruggeled to get ont of the durt, 
and bæing buſ kilfull to \ imme, was d2owned and pert- - 
ſhed in thoriner . The victours Moꝛes following the van- 
quiſhed , came to the warde of Muley Hamet, the bpother 
of Abdelmelec, and there either flue oꝛ carried awaie pꝛi⸗ 
ſoners the pꝛincipall men of the Chꝛiſtians being incloſed, 
and as it were bꝛought into a pinfolde. So then our men 
being thus encloied on all partes, and not hauing Gunne⸗ 
pouder (fo2 that thzough negligence had taken fire, and was 
all conſumed) | noꝛ ame other thing to defende themſelnes, 
d2 elſe had with indifferent flaughter as wel deſtroped their 
pw;e fellowes as their cnimies, ranne awaie amaine , ſo 
that though headlong and haſtie flight, one ranne vppor 
another, and many were ſquiſed with the weight of hi zles 
running ouer them with a miſerable ſlaughter .

But as fo; the 
vight thouſand Þpikemen whome ve Poꝛtugall bad hs the

fo; the barbarons enimie, experiente it ſelfe taught how lit⸗ 
tle god they dyd in the battaile , Foz when the King vſed 
them foz ſo many harquebuziers, whom he ſhuld haue ſent 
againſt the enimie, by taking them, he deuiſed aſſured ruine 
oz himſelfe. And although the Chꝛiſtian fate was now 
become deſperate, pet the king of Poztugal ceaſed not to in⸗ 
damage the enimie, now in this quarter, now in that, being 
accompanied with no mo then ſenen oꝛ eight ſouldicurs of 
Tangar, fo; the noble men, gentlemen, t hozſemen of Poz⸗ 
tugal were ſo cowardly,and ſo delicate, (they ſay) that ma⸗ 
ny of them lenuing their hozfes, got them to ſhadowy plas 
tes, and vnder the ſhadow of the wagens, foꝛ to cole them⸗ 
ſelues: with this minde,that when they ſaw all loſt, they 
might leeke to ſane themſelues by running aware, And ſo 
when they began to fipe, part on fote, and part on hoꝛſeback 
towards Arzill, from whence they came:the Pwꝛes folow- 
ed them with ſuch violence 4 ſpeeve,and ſpecially the hoꝛle⸗ 
men, ( who were yet kreſh) they made a miſcrable laughs 
ter of them. Pet king Sebaſtian fozſaketh not his people : 
thinking it diſhonozable to fake ſafetie by flight, and with 
thoſe ſew that followed him, behaued himſelfe val iantlp. 
He liue ſo manie, he ſent ſa many to hell, that many called 
him the lightning, and few durſt to loke him in the face, 
2 to defend themlelues againſt him. At length about a thꝛe 
Kore of Abdelmelec his ſouldiours ſecking glozie by ſlaping 
of a Ring, encloſed him. Then he ſering no way left hum to 
eren ded one oy them that followed him, to hold 
vp a white ſcarfe hanged on u launce, infigne 5 he would 
preid . Wut they that had encloſed him (that is to wit, A- 
larbes, a kinde ot people of all other moſt barbarons 4 tru⸗ 
ell) ſuppoſing that oy this ligne he dyd call the Poꝛtugalls 
to aide him, charged him a kroch on all parts, and wounded | 
him in many Flaces, and at length toke him, and cutting a | 
 Lunver the lace ot his heamet,/gaue him two blowes on the 
dedde, and as man in Naa that be Pony off from” 


his ales vp the Spott. 90 
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he po Poꝛes s followed the ti uche, vntill 1 was 
bꝛought into w2etched eaptiulity, acts Hamet tomman⸗ 
ded the retraite fo bee ſounded, and returned to the Campe 
with the bodie of his bꝛother Abdelmelec, and it was euen 
night when he came thether , and ftraight waie wos the 
death of king Abdelmelec publiſhed, and thereby alſo Mu- 
ley Hamet acknowledged and received fo2 king, and all the 
whole armie was verie ſoꝛrowfull fo2 the loſfe of Abdel- 
melec, Although 5 this ouerthꝛowe was no doubt ſent vs by 
God foz dur ſinnes, yet two hundzeth oꝛ few leſſe, with hap⸗ 
pie lutteſſe eſcaped out of the handes of the Barbarians a- 
line and well, of whome thꝛer ſcoze were hoꝛſemen, and the 
reſt fotemen;and among them Don Antonio, a Po2tugall, 
who was delinered by a cerfaine Maze out of the handes 
of his enimies, and bꝛought to Tanger. But there were 
flaine of Chziſttans in this battaile,aboue twelne thouſand. 
Fo2 all the whole field was filled with dead bodies of men, 
vea, and of hosſes, mules, alles, oren, and other beaſts of bur s 
then and dꝛaught. | 
Among the nobler ſoꝛt that died in this battalle, were be⸗ 
ſides king Sebaſtian, the Duke of Auero, the Biſhoppes of 
Coimbra and Portua, the Commiſſarie Gencral ſent by the 
Pope, the Marques ok Treland ,Chniſtopher de Tauora, and 
manp other kmghtes and Gentlemen, whome 3 doe omit 
fo2 bꝛeuities ſake. The Tuel daie, which was the fift of au ⸗ 
guſt, the new king ſent in the mozning a band of fotmen 
to ſerke out the men llaine on their ſide, of wheme a thou⸗ 
ſand fine hundꝛeth being knowen, were buried in the lame 
place, among whome were many valiaunt and renowiney 
Captaines, friendes and familiars of king of Abdelmelec. 
They being buried after their manner, the bodie of Muley 
Mahamet (who was the authoꝛ of ſo many euils and ſlau 9. 
ters) was found on the banke and ſands of the rver,whee- 
in be had ben-d2owned, 
The bodie of the king of Poztngall was alſo found as 
mong the bodies of the ſlaine Chziſtians, by two of his 


P, «fer uants, , 
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cle, and w2ong feares from the beholders. Foz what moze 
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ſetaants that were priſoners: whom the new king bod fen font 


fo2 that purpoſe in the hard mozning,p29m5%ag them liber⸗ 
tie,ifthey did finde the kings vodie. Wherefoze when they 
had {ound it naked, they bꝛaught it to the new king coucred 
with their owne clothes, and with it was alſo bzought the 
bodie of Muley Mahamet. Theſe dead bodies of thꝛœ kings 
being bzonght into one Pauilion, made an hozrible ſpecta- 


ſozrowfull and hozrible a ſight could there bee, than to bes 
holde thꝛer molt mightie kings, that died in one battaile, ly, 
ing together. The armie of one of whom was vanquiſhed 
when he lined, + after he was dead did ſtraight waie ouer- 
come the armie of the other two kinges: and whereas all 
th2ee did afpire fo the kingdome of Marocco, none of them 
helde it. But this thing being ſhut from mans ſenſes, and 
reſerued to the hidden indgement of Gods maieſtie, J doe 


omit. 


The bodie ol Abdelinelec was carried in an hozſe litter 
to Feſſe, diſtant about twentie leagues from Alcazar, that 


it might be buried there, All the hoꝛſemen with one legion 


2 regiment. of fotemen attended on the coarſe. Which bes 


ing bzought to Fes, and receiued with the great ſoꝛrowe of 


the Citizens, was {aide in the tombe of his aunteſtours, in 
the ver ie ſame ſumptuous apparell , atid pꝛecious garniſhs 
ment of gems that the king died in. any of the noble men 
that were taken pꝛiloners, were verie deſirous to redeeme 
the bodie of the king ol Bcrtugall , and they offered Muley 
Mahamet ten thouſand Duckates if hee would vouchſafe to 


ſend it to Tangar. 


But the \5arbarian aun wered, that it was not ſeme⸗ 


lie to fell a dead mannes bodie, yet notwithſtanding if they 
woulde giue him Tangur o2 Arzil , they ſhoulde haue the 
bodie, but when that was not in their handes and power, 
they coulde goe no farther + yet this they obtained of the 
new king, that he luffered the bodie of the king of Pozs 


tugall to bee carried to Ac ar, where alſo it was buried 
in the Volpital. Which is in the pallace of the gouer nour of 
the 
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the Towne,) and ſome ente to kwepe it tontinnallie, 
leaſt the Chꝛiſtians ſhoulde Teale it awaie. But as foꝛ the 
bodfe of Muley Mahamet, the newe king his vnkle com⸗ 
maunded the kinne to ber pullod off (becauſe he had bene 
the authoz of ſo many flaughters') and to beer ſalfed, and 
then ſtuffed with ſfrawe,and to bee carried about thozough 
out all pzoninces of his kingdome, foꝛ to deterre all other 
fo2 attempting the like at ante time after. The men, wo- 
men, boyes,flaues,and — — in this battaile 
by the Pwꝛes, were in aboue foureteene thouſand, 
and they being the next daie dinided among the Sduldi⸗ 
ours, were carried into all Nzouintes of Barbaric, Foz as 
the Po2es came out of all places to the battaile, ſo tuerie 
man carried home with him his pꝛiloners and ſpoyle, But 
although the counſalours of the new king were verte ear ⸗ 
neſt with him to beficge either Tanger oz Araill, namelie, 
ſeing that there was no man that woulde reſiſt oz de⸗ 
fend it: pet he refuſed ſo to doc, but rather pꝛepared him⸗ 
felfe to goe to Fes, that hauing taken the polleſnon of that 
Citie,he might bee ſeiſed of the inheritante of all the kings 
domes: thinking that there woulde not otherwiſe want 
them, that would aſſaie to ſet him beſides the ſaddle, if they 
did perceiue him to be llacke thercin. And hee was acknow⸗ 
ledged fo2 king but with vnwilling heartes, and in a mans 
ner repining thereat : neither in deede was her receiued 
with the ſame cheerrefulneſſe and iope, that they vſed to 
reteiue other kings: and the cauſe thercof was, foz that 
there was no mettall in this newe king Hamet, an art⸗ 
teſſe man, not caring foz martiall matters, noꝛ ſuch an 
one as was fit foz-to vpholde the dignitie ol a king, but 
tontrariwiſe effeminate, nice , giuen ta delicacies ; des 
lyhten and pleaſures and lurking at home in the Pal 

ce.

In ſumme, he was 
a verie pꝛoper man, and verie comel ie in alt his ane and 
teſtures, and verie ſtrong: the which ſtrength he conſerued 
by continuallie exerciſing of himſelfe in ſ kirmiſhes, and in 
bending of bowes. He ſpake Spaniſh verie well, and with 
a great grace, he could alſo wzite in Spanich . But har had 
the Italian tongue beſt of all other, pet he toke moſt deligbt 
in the Turkiſh tongue, ſo that foꝛ loue of it he cared not foꝛ 
the Arabian, the which was his mother tongue, and wherein 
he was accounted fo2 the molt excellent Poet of his time. 
He was ingenious, ſharye witted, and paſſing pꝛudent and 
wiſe, wheras in other things than ſpeciallie in the gouern⸗ 
ment of a kingdome. Ye plated wel on diuerſe inſtruments, 
and alſo daunced excellent lie, but delighted aboue meaſure 
in armes, and the art of warre, in which things he alſo exer⸗ 
ciſed himſelfe much: inſomuch, that he made with his owne 
hands many great peeces of oꝛdenance, that are pet at this 
date in Barbaric, Foz he was of a ſingular and wonderfall 
wit in all things that he went about o2 toke in hand.

And that the nauie 
which was made readie at Caliz,(foz the which they loked 
euerie houre) was of the number and quantitie afoꝛeſapd, 
with other fiue thouſand ſouldiours, ot whom flue enſignes 
were of the Tierce of Flanders. And the argues did deſire 
the gonernour to ſend him ſuch newes as he hadde of the 
French nauie e whether they had paſſed that waies oz not, 
and the number of their ſhips, becauſe he was determined 
to goe ſreke them, and to fight with thein. And that be ſhuld 
ſatc vnto Piſoto, i he chaunced to be there, that he choulde 
make himſelfe readie to followe him with the ſhips of his 
charge. 

Whileſt the Parques laje at anker.in the roade of Villa 
Franca,there did ariue to the Admirals ſhip one Carauclof 
the th2&that were left at L14bon foz to bꝛing the hozſes, who 
gaue him to, vnderſtand, that the date be foꝛe there had art- 
ned at Villa Franca the thꝛe ſhips that had ben left at Liſ- 
bon, who departed from thence the nert date after the Par⸗ 
ques, in companie with the ſame carauetis , They repoztcd 
alſo that the thze Chippes after they bad fallen with Villa 
Franca, were fo2ced backe againe into the ſea, and that two 
of the carauels were taken by the enimie. The other with 
the hoꝛſes belong ing to the Generall of the field, and others, 
went back to the ſea, being chaſed by a French ſhip, Mher⸗ 
vpon the Par ques ſent ſome perticular mien to vnderſtand 
ſomewhat of them of the Jland, who would not ſuffer them 
to tome on land, but diſcharged their paces at tht̃. But there 
was a Mꝛieſt 6 told them, p the Jland was foꝛ his maieſtie, 
t that he kuew nothing of the French armie, others willed 
them to go ta the Citie.

And by reaſon that the ſhip robe Don Chri- 
ſtopher de Eraſſo went, had ſtrained the head of her maine 
malt, by meanes whereof ſhe could not beare her top ſaile, 
ſhe was foꝛced fo fate behinde, and could not therefwpe take 
her place accoꝛdinglie, to the great griefe of the Marques to 
lacke his helpe at ſuch a pinch. The Parques himſelfe went 
in the galeon Saint Martin, which was Admirall of the 
fiete. Ye gaue this oꝛder fo2 the battaile, that in the vpper⸗ 
molt fight vpon the pwpe,ſhould be 20. Gentlemen, x piſto- 
lets, 20.caliuers below all the Gentlemen of Poꝛtugal, 
(exeept ſir Iames de Caſtro, who was vpon the pœpe) r lows 
eſt of all ſhould be fo? help + ſuccour fir Antonie Peſſoua, fir 
Lewes Oſorio, ſir Goſton Ronkelio,Colonell Mandonario, 
Captaine Queſſatha, other foure piſtolets, ⁊ vpon the hat⸗ 
hes of p galcon 40. piſtolets vpon either ſide vnder p charge 
of Captaine Gamboa,nere to the chamber of the pope was 
the bodie of the gard with 40. fouldio2s,4 molt of them per⸗ 
ficular x ſpectall men, which had ben in office befoze vnder 
the charge of Auguſte Deherrara,foz to helpe and ſuttour 
where ſhould be moſt netde. In the ſtearne of the ſhip was 
John Suffono,x Gentleman of Milan, and the Sergeants 
of the Captaines, Auſten Deharrara and Gamboa with rv, 
piſtolets and x caliuers: in the great top was the Sergeant 
Sir Frances Galeio with eight caliuers, and in the top of 
the trinket fire , beſides thoſe that were in the (mall tops, 
Under the hatches where the great oꝛdenance doth lie, were 
the Captaines, Bir Chriſtopher Deaccouia t᷑ Scouetho, and 
Iohn Alter, x the ſergeant Tauſte, f Eſquiuel, x with euerie 
peece of oꝛdenance one gunner ire men to helpe him, eue⸗ 
rie one had an inſtrumtt called Bauſpikes, with the muniti⸗ 
on 5 was vpon the hatches was Marcelus Carraceolus: and 
like ſeruite was beneath. And foz the keeping of the guns 
pouder was Captaine Grimaldo appointed, with foure ma⸗ 
riners. He commanded alſo that there ſhould ſtand hard by 
the ſterne of the galeon, the great boate called the Salua, and 
foure mall ones, fo; to carrie directions,and fill tabs with 


water, and bogſheads in diners places of th; 
likewiſe to diſtribute pikes in conuenient places « Pe alſo 
charged the mariners to be in the ſhippes apparaile, and the 
Captaines Marolia, and Roger Deuargas (as ſca men of 
great experience) to attend on the oꝛdenance, and other ne⸗ 
teſſaries. All this was eretuted very ſpeadely,+ with great 
cheerefulnes faz all this Was pꝛouided befoze they appzocyen 
vnto the Jland. 0 5 
This being done, with great noiſe of Fifes x dame, 

and their banners viſplayed, our nauie ſet fozth to a3Kaile 
the enimies : who did the like in god array . But becauſe 
the winde was calme, they could not fight that daye , but 
went to ſeaward . And pet the Marques could not vnder⸗ 
ſtand of the ſtate of the Jiand:but afterward within night 
arriued to the Admirals Galeon a Pinaſſe, wherein was 
Domingo de Adurriaga, maiſter of a ſhippe called the Ca- 
telina. Who bzought ; a letter from Pon lolm de Caſtilo, 
cant as foloweth. 

N thr armie of Don Anthonio, there are 58. hippes; 
of whome 28.ve great ſhippes, and the reſt ſmall, and 
in them are 6000. Frenchmen, If our armie be nat ſtrong 
enough to fight with them, then it map dꝛaw nigh to the 
Caſtell, which is fo2 the Ring. And J would wiſh vou 
to haue a great regard fo it, fo2 if vou chould loſe the vic⸗ 
toꝛie, geat inconuemence would enſue.  Furthermoze, the 
Pater , and his company declared, that Don Anthonio 
with his armie, came to the land p rv. day of Zulp, and the

that the two Galeons, and two great Carauels of Peter Pi- 
ſoto, were ouerthꝛowen nere vito the callel, the French⸗ 
men toke the 4. Brokiine ſhips, alter that p men were gone 
a land, and had withdꝛawen themlelues into the caſtel. The 
Parques being enkoꝛmed of all theſe things, wꝛote vnto 
the Captaine, and gouerndur, others in the caſtell by the 
ſayd muſter, encouraging t certifying them of the fozce of 
the kings armp, not doubting but the next dap to giue bat⸗ 
taile, and to haue the victozie , t that therewith they ſhould 
hold themſelues contented, as he himſelfe was very iopfull 
of the ſeruice which they had alreadie done top king, which 
he knew ſhould not remaine vnrewarded. And with this 
ant were they returned with the Pinaſle to the Jland, 
Lhe nert dap, being monday, t the 23.of July,the two 
armies came to pꝛelent battaile, the French armie hauing 
both the aduantage ot the winde, & alſo of the Sunne, came 
to aſſaile our nauie, being diuided into th2& cſquadzons, x 
made th ze ſeueralt attempts, and pet could put nothing in 
execution. And towards night the Spaniſh army making

Then the Parques percening that the courſe toy 
wards the lande was not conuenient fo2 him, he cauſed the 
armic to take the courſe towards the ſea, thinking with him 
ſeife that whileſt his ſhippes were trimming of their ſailes, 
that the enimie would afſault them, having the winde foꝛ 
their purpoſe, which fell out accozdingly,foz one of J F rech 
Captaines, with ſeuen Galeans, came to alſaile the Caps 
taine of the Spaniards,and the Galeon S. Matheo, Pa aps 
pꝛoching neere vnto them, did not board them, but diſchar, 
ged great quantitie of 02denance,againft them, and likewiſe 
did the rclt of the ſhippes againſt ours, of whom thep were 
receaued accozvingly,in ſo much that our Captain did ſhot 
at them aboue 40. pieces, and alſo the Galeon S. Matheo, 
ſhot of many , as alſo did the ſhip of Don Chriſtopher de 
 Eraflo, (who was now ioyned with the armie) and alſo the 
ſhippe of Don Franciſco de Bouadilla , and Mygnel de O- 
quendo,and others, which was a pleaſant ſight to beholde 
how the pellets ſang from either ſide ., They did hit our 
Coy with foure ſhot, one in the fozelaile, an other in 
the hꝛoudes, the third vppon an anker, the fourth on the 
chippes lide, without doing any harme , They hit the Ga 
leon S. Mati:co, with th2& ſhot, without doing any harme, 
no moe dyd many other of their pzces, which dyd hit ma⸗ 
ny of dur ſhippes. And againe, we might perceue that mas 
ny of our ſhotfe lighted in the Galeons of the French⸗ 
men, but ſpeciallp foure out of the Captaine, which made 
them to retire, whereby it appeared they had reccaued- {ome 
harme, There came in the French armie two taptains, 2. 
Admiralls, there was a ſmall galeon, like a Patacha, being 
ercelent god of ſaile, carrying a Candard in the pope, 
which did not appꝛoch the fight, buf kept a farre off, to 
 beholve what paſſed. There came to the number of 
foztic great Bhips, and amonge them ſeme were verie fine 
Galcans 
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Oalebns dhe ref were tnall Piniſſes Meet u re 
bout the armie, two 02 thꝛe leagues off, foꝛ to diſconer and 
to vnderſkand of al things, and allo two Saities of Mar- 
ſeilles, very god of ſaile, and many other light boates with 
dares, by whome they dpd ſet the baftaile in 020cr F array 
and direct things as time ferued , 
The ſame daye at night the armies did ſeperate them- 
ſelues, and the Parques determined at the going downe of 
the Bone to pꝛoture to get the winde of the Fren h armie, 
and in the moꝛning to allault them againe: which he dyd, 
ſo that the rxv. daye of July, he found himſelfe to winde⸗ 
ward ok his enimies, ⁊ ſo fought to board them, but becauſe 
his ſhippes were great and heaute of ſaile he cculd not put 
in cffect that Which he purpoſed , but was foꝛced to refurne 
to the refeue of Don Chnſtopher de Fraſſo, wha was in 
ſonte diſtreſſe in folowing the enimie thozougy default of 
his maine my whercfo2c gane him a towe with his 
Caytaiae , This daye there was-defcried a great ſhippe cf 
the 3 iniles which anted her koꝛeme r, + other two ſhips, 
that did helpe her, but they not being able to per foꝛme it, ſhe 
was foꝛted to ſinke. Jt was iudged that ſhe hadde reteued 
ſome harme by ſhotte, the day befoꝛe. 

But memoꝛandum, that of the ten Hulkes of the Spa⸗ 
nich nauie, there wanted two, which carried Almaines, and 
likewiſe wer wanting the thꝛee ſhippes that departed from 
Lisbon, after the Armado, ſo that the Marques had in his 
nauy no moꝛe then xxv. chippes with the two Galeons.

although the Cit zen of Glaſquo ſteined fa'thfull enough, 
as they that had ſuffered many great wꝛongs at the hands 
of the Hamiltons When they ruled, yet the cifte it ſelfc was 
a walk thing, noꝛ populous fo the greatneſle, ealie fo enter 
in all parts. Other reaſoned on the contrarie part, that all 
things doe depend on their firft beginnings, that their de⸗ 
parture would be infamous, and next colen to flat rumming 
awape, that ſulpition of keare was then vtterly to be thun- 
ned, lea they did encreaſe the courage of the enimies, and 
bꝛing their friends oif'of hart: that they were nere neigh⸗ 
bours vnto the migheie families of the Cunigames and the 
Semples: and on the other fide ko Lenncux, the kings pꝛi⸗ 
tate pakrimonte Z thut from thente thole that were next 
would come within few heures, aud the reſt the next daye 
b2 at the fartholt; within thꝛc daes, that they would be a 
ſufficient guard, namely, with the helpe of the citizens, vn⸗ 
till the ſuccours farther off were come .

Wh? both armies lid aranged, the Queenes 
gunners being beaten krõ their ground by the kings, aban⸗ 
doned the place: and on the contrarie ſide, the kings hoꝛſe⸗ 
men being inkeriour to th encs by one halfe, were not 
able to abide the wks 25 And when the Nnenes 
hoꝛſmen had thus diſcomk 6 their counterpartie, they aſſai⸗ 
night alſo diſoꝛder the ranges 
of the ftmen, but being 790 led by the kings archers, and 
a part of his hozſemen, that had rallied and returned frem 
their night, they returned backe. In the meane time the left 
wing of the cnimte dilmarching into the high waie, downe

' Nucene that had ſtode almoſt a mile of to behold the fight, 
toke her way towards England, with the hozſemen of her 
part, that retired oat of the battaile whole, but the reſt ran 
every man that way that would ſoneſt bzing him hame. 
There dyed few in p fight, moe being woꝛne with weari⸗ 
neſſe and wounds were found lying euery where along the 
countrie : the number of all llaine, was about 300 hut the 
pꝛiſoners were moe. On the kings ſide were not manp hurt 
and among them men in the chieke range Alexande [Lo2d 
Hume, and Andrew Stuart, one man onelp was flaine: the 
reſt of the armie except a few, hoꝛſemen that folowed the 
fliers farrre, went topfulty to the towne, Where after they 
had giuen thankes to God, who had giuen them almoſt an 
vnblouddie vico2te, againſt farre greater fozces chen their
